The American 
women who compose Red Cross chap- 
ters should prepare with all speed 
possible the dressings which are go- 
ing to mean life or death to our men. 
The whole question deals with the 
most vital thing that the women of 
America can do for the soldiers in the 
war.” 

For the Children’s Thursday After- 
noons at the Red Cross Work Room 
in Newtonvllle it has been found nec- 
essary to make it a rule to take only 
children over ten. Yesterday there 
was a good attendance and a good bit 
of helpful work was done.

Tho following opinions of the New- 
ton delegates from this city to the 
Constitutional Convention in regard 
to the three articles of amendment 
which will appear on the ballot at the 
election next Tuesday will give our 
readers a clear and concise idea of 
the reasons which prompted these 
gentlemen to favor or oppose these 
particular matters. 

Prof. Frederick L. Anderson 

Everybody is in favor of the first 
Amendment providing for Absent Vot- 
ing for our soldiers, sailors and 
traveling men. and a great many 
favor the third Amendment which 
cares for the Food and Coal supplies 
and other necessaries of life in times 
of public emergency. 

The second Amendment is the Anti- 
Aid Amendment. The story is very 
interesting. The Amendment rises 
out of the long contest to make the 
American doctrine of the separation 
of the Church and State and religious 
liberty apply to sectarian appropria- 
tions. This has been a difficult and 
delicate question for many years, but 
the men of the Convention have han- 
dled it in so broad a way as to lift it 
out of the quagmire of the old debate, 
to a higher plane of a general policy, 
"No public money for private schools 
and institutions”. 

This was satisfactory to all parties 
in the Convention, 90 per cent of the 
Catholics. 90 per cent of the Protes- 
tants and all of the Jews voting for it. 
The attacks of the extremists on both 
sides should only make sensible citi- 
zens more determined to back up the 
moderate men of the Convention who 
framed this great treaty of peace in 
good faith and passed it by a vote of 
275 to 25.

The third amendment allows neces- 
saries of life to be provided by tho 
public authorities at reasonable cost 
during times of great emergency It 
does not allow this to he done in 
ordinary times. The amendment gives 
a power which may be of great, value 
in times of emergency.

Three proposals to amend the Con- 
stitution will appear on the ballot on 
election day. The first in order will 
be the provision to provide for absent 
voting. This will allow soldiers and 
sailors, railroad men and others who 
are away from home on election day to 
vote by mail. This is a good amend- 
ment as it gives the vote to many pa- 
triotic citizens now serving the coun- 
try and to many other intelligent men 
who happen to be away from home 
on election day. 

The second amendment in order is 
the resolution to prevent the State 
from giving money to private institu- 
tions. It is known as the Auti-Aid 
amendment. If adopted it will pre- 
vent the annual attempts to get from 
the Legislature grants for private ob- 
jects. These attempts always raise the 
cry of prejudice in favor of one re- 
ligious sect over another. The amend- 
ment also continues the guarantee of 
religious liberty for every citizen. It

ballot next Tuesday as a result of the 
work of the Constitutional Convention. 

I gladly comply, regarding compli- 
ance as in the nature of a partial re- 
port to the people of Newton. 

To take up the amendments in the 
order in which they will appear upon 
the ballot: 

1. The “absent voting” amendment- 
This will authorize the General Court 
to provide ways and means so that vot- 
ers who cannot reach their polling 
places on Election day shall not be dis- 
franchised. Absent voting can be pro- 
vided for under the present laws in 
electing United States officers, and 
such provision was in fact made for 
the Massachusetts boys on the Mexican 
border in the last presidential election. 

I But the language of the Constitution 
is such that an amendment is neces- 
sary to take care of elections of state 
and local officers. 

Why should our young men in the 
army lose their votes because they are 
in that great service to the State? 

There is no answer to the question. 
The amendment will likewise be unob- 
jectionable and useful in times of 
peace. 

The amendment passed the Conven- 
tion without a dissenting vote. Vote 
Yes. 

2. The so-called “anti-aid” amend- 
ment. 

The adoption of this amendment 
would prohibit all future appropria- 
tions from the treasury of the Com- 
monwealth or any subdivision thereof 
for the support of any school, college, 
hospital or any other religious, educa- 
tional or charitable institution except 
those which are under public control. 

The adoption of this amendment 
would cut off any possibility of appro- 
priations for parochial schools; it 
equally cuts off all appropriations for 
6uch undenominational institutions as 
M. I. T. 

Make no mistake; the test will not 
be sectarianism or non-sectarianism; 
the amendment cuts much deeper than 
that. Public control, as against pri- 
vate control, will be the only thing 
that counts. Free public libraries 
alone are excepted.

EDITOR’S NOTE. This newspaper 
will receive and turn over to "Our 
Boys In France Tobacco Fund.” nil 
contributions to pay for tobacco for 
the soldiers. Each dollar pays for 
four packages, with a total retail 
value of at least $1.80. In each pack- 
age Is placed a postcard hearing the 
name and address of the contributor. 
The soldier receiving the package 
agrees to send a message on the card 
to his unknown friend bnck home. 
You get your thanks from an Ameri- 
can soldier in the trenches. 

Our soldiers In France are going to 
need tobacco very soon, and It’s 
straight up to us to send them some. 
Unless you’ve been In the service, and 
in active service, you would be sur- 
prised to know just how important a 
figure tobacco cuts in any war. I’ve 
fought through a war. and I tell you 
1 know. Many a blistering day in the 
Philippines I have seen whole com- 
panies turn villainous, almost insub- 
ordinate, because there was no to- 
bacco! — and if ever I told the truth, 
that's it! 

England discovered the imporlance 
of tobacco in wnrfare. years ago, and 
some of the best work done by Eng- 
lish voluntary organizations has been 
in the supplying of smokes for the 
soldiers. Most of the soldiers of any 
nation smoke, you know. It means 
solace to them; it is a balm for home- 
sickness, which is always a curse to 
a young army; it is a comfort that no 
other thing can give in these trying 
times, when their nerves are strained 
almost to the breaking-point.

Un- 
fortunately. the reward, the cigar, 
was given before the foul deed was 
clone — consequently the foul deed was 
never done!

Even a quarter from each of us will 
count ; hut if you can send more, do it 
for those hoys who had to go to the 
Kaiser's Hell while you stayed by 
your own comfortable fireside. Not a 
single penny of your money will be 
misappropriated; you may feel sure 
of that. The movement has the en- 
dorsement of the Army and Navy De- 
nartments.

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EDITORIAL 


The chief Interest In the state elec- 
tion next Tuesday will not be In the 
success of the several candidates for 
office, hut in the acceptance or rejec- 
tion of the several questions on the 
ballot. 

It is conceded hv everyone having 
the slightest knowledge of political 
conditions that Governor McCall and 
the entire state ticket will have an 
old fashioned Republican majority. 

Newton voters. In common with the 
rest of the State, will vote on 
the three amendments submitted by 
the Constitutional Convention, and 
■will also vote on the question of 
granting city laborers n two weeks’ 
vneation. 

In another column the delegates 
from this city to the Constitutional | 
Convention fully express their views 
on the three constitutional questions 
and there is no excuse for any- 
one to neglect his plain duty on 
these important matters. An affirma- 
tive vote on the first article seems most 
advisable, and the Legislature can be 
safely trusted to provide sufficient 
safeguards so that absentee voting may 
be kept straight and honest. On the 
anti-aid amendment there is room for 
a difference of honest opinion, and 
there is some strength to the argu- 
ment. that in providing for a hard and 
fast division between politics and re- 
ligion. too high a price may be paid 
and legitimate fields of state assist- 
ance. denied by too strict a constitu- 
tional provision. On the other hand, 
it would seem that with the undoubted 
tendency of the times towards a more 
liberal expenditure of public moneys, 
it would be wise to establish the prin- 
cipal of a complete divorce of religion 
and politics, and allow the future to 
make whatever modifications, the 
wheel of time might bring with it. The 
amendment will also receive strength 
from the fact thnt Catholics and Pro- 
testants. alike, voted for it in the Con- 
vention. and that it seems advisable to 
clinch any conclusion reached by such 
a desirable coalition. The third arti- 
cle is probably the most far reaching 
of any question ever submitted to the 
people and opens the door for public 
control of what has always been con- 
sidered an exclusive function of pri- 
vate enterprise. Here, again, it seems 
to us that it may he well to have the 
constitutional authority, and allow the 
Legislature to determine the time and 
place when it may be advisable to act. 

It is most unfortunate that the Leg- 
islature again insists that Newton 
should vote once more on such a politi- 
cal question as that of granting two 
weeks’ vacation to city laborers. This 
dty rejected this measure only three 
fears ago by a large margin and ought 
rot to be compelled to consider 
t again so soon. The chief objection 
to the act is its ambiguity and the 
question as to whom would be entitled 
to the vacations, if accepted. Most of 
the pity laborers are employed by the 
day and do not work in winter or 
stormy weather. If the act was defin- 
ite enough to limit these vacations to 
those who are employed everyday thru- 
oui the year, men who are virtually en- 
gaged by the week, and not by the day 
or hour, there would be slight 'objec- 
tion to it. No one knows, however, 
just who would be entitled to these 
vacations, and in view of the fact that 
the city has just established the policy 
of granting a Saturday half holiday 
for six months of the year, — virtually 
a vacation of 13 days — it seems wise 
to vote No on this question. As the 
expense is figured at over $12,000 an- 
nually. and in view of the conditions 
in the labor market und the pressure 
for money in every direction, there 
are additional reasons for a negative 
vote. 

Newton boys across the water are 
showing the stuff they are made of 
in accomplishing tasks that win them 
the “eroix de guerre” of France. Let 
us hope that they may live to tell the 
tale to their children and grandchil- 
dren.

The rounding of the corners of Wal- 
nut street at Otis street and at Cabot 
«t r eet is one of those alleged improve- 
ments that can wait for many years j 
in the future.

26th. Mrs. Robert Gorton, president 
of the hostess club, called the meeting 
to order and ufter a few brief Items 
of business presented Mrs. Frederick 
<l. Smith, the chairman of the Civics 
department, who conducted the sifter- 
noon's program. The singing of The 
Star Spangled Banner, led by Mrs. 
Chester Union, opened the program. 
Mrs. Smith stated that her depart- 
ment’s motto for the year is Service, 
to help the clubs to do work for their 
communities is the aim. The work of 
the department is divided among sev- 
eral sub committees, that of Town and 
Village Improvement was presented by 
Mrs. Smith herself in the absence of 
the sub-chairman. She urged each 
club to study its own community and 
find out what needs to be done, no] 
outside committee can tell thut.

Mrs. L. B. Mitchell 
of North Scituate, in speaking of Jun- 
ior Civic Leagues, told a bit of prac- 
tical work, which she herself hud done 
during tiie summer in Scituate, in giv- 
ing useful occupation to some young 
girls who bad been frequenting the 
railroad station. She hud secured 
wool for them, taught them to knit und 
arranged a meeting place on a piazza 
in the center of the town where they 
could see what was going on und still 
be safe out of harm’s way. Police wo- 
men was the division treated by Mrs. 
W. W. Whitcher of Somerville. Their 
usefulness in safe-guarding thoughless 


Newton was largely represented at. 
the conference of the clubs of the 
Sixth District, of which Mrs. Irving 
O. Palmer is the director, held at 
Stoneham on Tuesday. The first part 
of the morning was given to the roll 
call of the clubs nnd a brief response 
from each telling of some specific 
thing accomplished or planned for this 
year.

Palmer of the morning conference, 
which had been open only to club pres- 
idents and Federation secretaries, 
while the afternoon was for all club 
women. A plea for the State Federa- 
tion Endowment. Fund was made by 
the committee chairman, Mrs. Ella C. 
R. Whiton. Mrs. Whiton stated tha't 
as every other organization is needing 
increasing income, so is the Federa- 
tion, never have there been so many 
avenues for service open to them as at 
the present time. 

"A Woman’s Club in War Time, its 
Program, its Activities,” was the sub- 
ject of discussion for the afternoon and 
the speakers, Mrs. Henry C’oolidge 
Mulligan, a past president, and Mrs. 
Herbert J. Gurney, the present presi- 
dent of the State Federation. Mrs. 
Mulligan said that now is the testing 
time of the club women, when we are 
to show whether or not we are going 
to come up to the expectation of our 
friends and of our leaders. The club 
activities have always been more or 
less controlled by the State Federation, 
but the programs have seldom been. 
She is of the opinion that all effort 
should be centered upon What can wo 
do to win this war? She would keep 
the programs dimple and the amount 
of money spent upon them very little. 

Mrs. Gurney, on the other hand, feels 
that we cannot afford amidst the im- 
mense amount of activity in the multi- 
ple lines to let the cultural side go. 
All the wounjls are not the wounds of 
the body. Put the programs on a high- 
er plane. We have been too easily sat- 
isfied. Every war has been followed 
by a revival of literature, of art and of 
music, it rests with us to make that 
revival good or had. She urged her 
hearers to sit before a beautiful pic- 
ture, to listen to beuutiful music, und 
to read good literature. Unless all 
signs fail there is going also to be u 
revival of r< ligion, may it be t in- 
noblest. 

Just such conferences as these are 
what is needed more than anything 
else to make the Federation work reul 
to the clubs. The big meetings are 
now so very big, that heart to heart 
talks are no longer possible, und these 
opportunities for the intimate contact 
with other workers are more of an in- 
spiration than it is possible to realize, 
until one lias had the privilege of at- 
tending such uu one.

AMENDMENTS TO CONSTITUTION 


(Continued from Pago 1.) 


I regard the general principle of this 
amendment as sound; while some wor- 
thy private institutions, such as small 
academies may suffer temporarily from 
the withdrawal of public support, yet 
I believe that In the long run the pri- 
vate institutions themselves will 1m* 
better off If they have to stand, nnd 
know that they have to stand on their 
OWH feet. 

Tlie amendment is Hincerely intended 
to lay the ghost of an old and hitter 
religious controversy; nnd takeH the 
last step to ensure the utter separation 
of Church and State in Massachusetts. 

The nrgument has been put forward 
that the amendment is hostile to reli- 
gion, education and philanthropy. 
There is notiiing in the amendment 
which can properly be so Interpreted. 

The above was written before the 
remarkable speech of Cardinal O’Con- 
nell on October 28. 

The speech, stripped of all evasive 
verbiage nnd reduced to Its lowest 
terms amounts to this; an nttack upon 
the anti-aid amendment, and an appeal, 
amounting almost to a direction, to 
Roman Catholics to vote against it, be- 
cause it will effectually prevent public 
appropriations for parochial schools; 
and the only possible further inference 
from his words is that a movement to 
obtain such appropriations Is about to 
be undertaken by the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

If anyone had predicted three months 
ago, that the Roman Catholic Church 
would officially take such an astound- 
ing position, I should have been among 
the first to scout it. The fact that 
such a position is now taken furnishes, 
In my opinion, a new, unexpected and 
powerful argument for the adoption 
of the amendment. Vote Yes. 

3. The so-called "public trading’’ 
amendment. 

The adoption of this amendment 
would open the door (now closed by 
our Supreme Court) for the Common- 
wealth and its cities and towns to en- 
gage in business, subject to the follow- 
ing conditions all of which must co- 
exist: 

a. The general court must authorize 
such engaging in business. 

b. The only kinds of business to he 
engaged in are the providing of food, 
shelter, and tlie other common neces- 
saries of life. 

c. Such business may be engaged in 
only in times of "war, public, exigency, 
emergency or distress.” 

There is a very nice legal question 
on the meaning of the words "public 
exigency.” Some think they mean an 
extraordinary occasion, e. g. a Chelsea 
fire or a Johnstown Hood; others think 
they signify only public interest or 
convenience. 

Obviously, the operation of the 
amendment is much restricted or en- 
larged according as the first or second 
of these definitions is accepted. Per- 
sonally, I incline to the latter view. 
In other words, it is my opinion (given 
with great hesitation) that under the 
amendment the City of Newton, at any 
time when the General Court thought 
it would be for the convenience of the 
public, could go into the business of 
selling coal and ice (for example) to 
Its citizens. 

It cannot be denied that the passage 
of this amendment may fairly be said 
to he a first step in the direction of 
state socialism. Those who are op- 
posed to anything which even squints 
in that direction will oppose this 
amendment. 

On the whole, I am in favor of it. 
I think the tendency of the times in 
the direction indicated by the amend- 
ment is so strong that it is a mistaken 
policy to set our faces wholly against 
it. Better yield a little, with proper 
safeguards, than be broken by the 
gathering force of the storm. 

Moreover, our system of distribution 
of foodstuffs and fuel is so near the 
breaking point that the experiment of 
municipal control in such matters may 
have to be tried. It could not be tried 
without this amendment. 

These are the reasons, in brief, why 
I shall vote Yes on this amendment.

I thank you for your kind invita- 
tion to write a few lines in regard to 
the amendments recommended by the 
Convention and which will appear on 
the ballot next Tuesday. 

1. Absentee Voting. 

This was adopted by a voice vote, 
if I recall correctly, and apparently 
has the real support of nearly or 
quite all of the delegates. If adopted 
it will enable our soldiers and sail- 
ors to vote wherever they are, and. 
more important because we are not 
usually at war, it will enable travel- 
ling men, railroad men and all voters 
necessarily out of town on election 
day to vote. 

Vote (YES. 

2. "Anti-Sectarian", "Anti-Aid” hy- 
brid, otherwise euphoniously called a 
"Resolution Relative to the Support 
n< Certain Institutions from Public 
Funds”. 

Without impugning tlie motives of 
any of the strangely associated au- 
thors of t his amendment, 1 for one 
much regret that at the present time 
this cause of bitterness und irrita- 
tion should have been thrust upon tlie 
commonwealth. 

There was no urgent need for it. 
The eighteenth amendment is meeting 
all feusonable requirements and the 
sentiment ugainst the puplic support 
of really sectarian institutions is 
steadily growing stronger. 

The impelling force back of this 
resolution appeared to be on the one 
hand a fear of what may happen in 
tlie future and on the other a purpose 
to make the escape from tills fear 
sufficiently expensive so that the 
smart should not all be enjoyed by 
the party first hit. 

To speak more pluinly this amend- 
ment is an artistic combination of 
several resolutions into one. The 
"Anti-Sectarian” portion of the 
amendment wus brought forward by 
tlie representative of the Minute 
Men who fear that at some time In 
the future the Catholics will guiu 
sufficient power to enable them to 
secure improper appropriations for 
their schools und institutions of 
charitx- No claim is made thut we 
are at present suffering from oue dol- 




lar appropriated wrongly for Catho- 
lics. 

As a back-fire to the "Anti-Sec- 
tarian" proposition and perhaps in 
order to make the Protestants pay a 
satisfactory price for what many, 
both Catholics and Non-Catholics, re- 
garded ns an entirely uncalled for 
drive at their group, tlie "Anti-Aid” 
resolution was presented. It is herald- 
ed ns the enunciation of a great new 
principle in words which are at first 
reading very taking but which will 
bear careful study ami analysis. 
This portion of the amendment is to 
present a "broad new policy of no 
public funds for any private school 
or institution.” In other words if 
we adopt this amendment we shall 
protect the "public crib” from the 
private predatory interests which are 
seeking to benefit themselves at the 
expense of the public. Surely this 
sounds well. 

But what are these predatory in- 
terests so threatening the public 
treasury in the interests of private 
parties? The following are a few of 
them: — Perkins Institution for the 
Blind. Massachusetts Charitable Eye 
and Ear Infirmary. Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, Worcester 
Polytechnic Institute. Lowell Textile 
School, Bradford Durfee Textile 
School, Fall River, New Bedford 
Textile School. Because founded and 
largely supported by generous, public 
spirited individuals who have antici- 
pated public needs by donating money 
for these institutions and because 
they deemed it advisable that owner- 
ship and control should rest in a 
private corporation — that is, they do 
not, technically, “belong” to the Com- 
monwealth or to a town or city — these 
institutions are to be classed as 
predatory private Interests and the 
voters of the State are asked to adopt 
a constitutional amendment making 
it impossible for the State or any 
municipality to make further contri- 
butions to these or any schools or 
charitable institutions barring two, 
not entirely owned and controlled by 
the Commonwealth or some political 
subdivision thereof. 

As an illustration consider the 
Newton Hospital. It is "privately” 
owned. At one time it received gen- 
eral contributions from the city tho 
this has not occurred for many years. 
But just why should the citizens of 
Newton vote to so tie their own hands 
by a constitutional amendment that 
whatever the circumstances may be it 
will be impossible for the city to help 
the hospital, financially, without first 
securing a change in the constitu- 
tion or having the ownership and con- 
trol of the hospital turned over to 
the city? Why, because it is a great 
new principle that no public money 
shall lie appropriated for any “pri- 
vate” institution. 

This proposed amendment if adopt- 
ed may make illegal the carrying out 
of an agreement, morally binding 
whether legally so or not, between 
the state and Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology and Worcester Poly- 
technic Institute. To be sure the 
money probably will be paid, but a 
Constitutional Convention should 
most carefully avoid putting Massa- 
chusetts into a class with those states 
which have deliberately repudiated 
their obligations. The mere possibil- 
ity of such a situation is very un- 
comfortable to contemplate. 

The proposed amendment is an un- 
fair one to submit to the voters be- 
cause it contains two fundamental 
propositions upon which a voter may 
have opposing opinions. Moreover 
the two questions could easily be 
separated and submitted separately. 

Because it is not needed: 

Because it is an unnecessary attack 
upon the Catholic Church: 

Because it will seriously hamper 
many educational and charitable in- 
terests for no sufficient reason: 

Because it may cause the state to 
repudiate t\to of its obligations: 

Because it is in improper form for 
presentation to the voter: 

Because under present conditions 
it practically limits the state’s finan- 
cial support of higher education to 
the one branch of agriculture: 

Because it is likely to drive into 
public ownership with aJtendent 
political evils, institutions which will 
serve the public better as they now 
are: 

Vote NO on this proposed amend- 
ment. 

3. The so-called "Food" amend- 
ment. 

This enables the legislature to act 
as is clearly set forth in the brief 
but important article. Great power 
will he conveyed by this amendment 
if adopted. 

Those who are willing to trust the 
legislature with this power should 
vote YES, those who are not NO. 1 ex- 
pect to vote yes, and then keep an 
eye on our representatives.

tion submitted at such election. 

“In place of Article is of the Arti- 
cles of Amendment of the Constitu- 
tion, shall the following Article of. 
Amendment relative to approprIa-| 
t Ions for educational and benevolent 
purposes, submitted by the Constitu- 
tional Convention, be approved and 
ratified ?” 

ARTICLE OF AMENDMENT. 

Article XVIII. Section 1. No law 
shall be passed prohibiting the free 
exercise of religion. 

Section 2. All moneys raised by 
taxation in the towns and cities for 
the support of public schools, and all 
moneys which may be appropriated 
by the commonwealth for the support 
of common schools shall be applied 
to. and expended in. no other schools 
than those which are conducted ac- 
cording to law, under the order and 
superintendence of the authorities of 
the town or city in which the money 
is expended; and no grant, appropria- 
tion or use of public money or prop- 
erty or loan of public credit shall be 
made or authorized by the common- 
wealth or any political division there- 
of for the purpose of founding, main- 
taining or aiding any school or insti- 
tution of learning, whether under pub- 
lic control or otherwise, wherein any 
denominational doctrine is inculcated, 
or any other school, or any college, in- 
firmary, hospital, institution, or edu- 
cation, charitable or religious under- 
taking which is not publicly owned 
and under the exclusive control, order 
and superintendence of public officers 
or public agents authorized by the 
commonwealth or federal authority 
or both, except that appropriations 
may be made for the maintenance and 
support of the Soldiers’ Home in 
Massachusetts and for free public 
libraries in any city or town, and to 
carry out legal obligations, if any, al- 
ready entered into; and no such 
grant, appropriation or use of public 
money or property or loan of public 
credit shall be made or authorized for 
the purpose of founding, maintaining 
or aiding any church, religious de- 
nomination or society. 

Section 3. Nothing herein contain- 
ed shall be construed to prevent the 
commonwealth, or any political divi- 
sion thereof, from paying to privately 
controlled hospitals, infirmaries, or in- 
stitutions for the deaf, dumb or blind 
not more than the ordinary and rea- 
sonable compensation for care or sup- 
port actually rendered or furnished by 
such hospitals, infirmaries or institu- 
tions to such persons as may be in 
whole or in part unable to support or 
care for themselves. * 

Section 4. Nothing herein contain- 
ed shall be construed to deprive any 
inmate of a publicly controlled refor- 
matory. penal or charitable institution 
of the opportunity of religious exer- 
cises therein of his own faith; but no 
inmate of such institution shall be 
compelled to attend religious serv- 
ices or receive religious instruction

Section 5. This amendment shall 
not take effect until tlie October first 
next succeeding its ratification and 
adoption by tlie people.

proposed amendment allows the leg- 
islature to enact laws which will per- 
mit any voter absent from the city 
or town in which he lives to cast his 
vote at any state or municipal elec- 
tion. There arc a large number of 
citizens who by reason of their em- 
ployment are prevented from casting 
their votes. This is especially true 
of men In railroad service, commer- 
ial travelers, and others. The con- 
stitution of Massachusetts ns it now 
stands provides for voting at meet- 
ings called for the purpose, which ap- 
parently restricts the right to vote at 
polling places. This restriction In 
the constitution ns to the place of 
voting makes It necessary to enact 
an amendment similar to the one pro- 
posed. in order that the Legislature 
may provide a means for citizens 
necessarily absent from home to cast 
their votes. 

It is assumed that if the Legisla- 
ture makes such provision It will be 
properly safeguarded as to the method 
by which this privilege may ho exer- 
cised. During the Civil War many 
states passed such legislation, allow- 
ing the soldiers in the war to cast 
their votes. Some of these acts were 
declared invalid, as they came in con- 
flict with the constitution of several 
states. At the present time there nre 
thirteen states in which provision has 
been made in the constitution for vot- 
ing by absentees, ten of which, how- 
ever, limit the privilege to voters in 
the army or navy. In two states, — 
Michigan and Oregon, — the constitu 
tions provide for absent voting. In 
other states it is permitted by statute, 
there being nothing in the constitu- 
ion to prevent statutes of that char- 
acter. To my mind there appenrs to 
be no good reason why this proposed 
amendment should not at this time be 
adopted by the Massachusetts voters. 

The second amendment Is known as 
the "anti-aid” or “sectarian” amend 
ment, and the purpose of this amend- 
ment is to prohibit the Legislature 
from appropriating public money to 
institutions that are not under public 
control. In other words it prohibits 
the legislature from appropriating 
money to any school, church, hospital 
or other institution that is under pri- 
vate control. In principle the pro- 
posed amendment appears to be cor- 
rect. Its adoption will undoubtedly 
work some hardship to hospitals and 
technical schools that have received 
support from the Commonwealth in 
the past. The convention, however, 
by a very decided vote, — 275 to 25, — 
believed that this amendment was 
correct in principle, and that its adop- 
tion was essental at the present tme. 

The third amendment is known as 
the "municipal trading” amendment, 
and provides that the Legislature may 
authorize the Commonwealth and the 
cities and towns to deal in the neces- 
saries of life in time of war, exigency 
or emergency. It will be noted that 
the authority to do so is limited to 
specified conditions, and it is fair to 
assume that such authority cannot be 
given and exercised except in time of 
war, exigency or emergency. There- 
for if this authority is exercised by 
the Legislature it would be of a pure- 
ly temporary character, and I think it 
is fair to say that this amendment is 
not satisfactory to those who believe 
in extending socialism by allowing 
municipalities greater authority to 
deal in the necessaries of life. The 
committee reported a somewhat elab- 
orate resolution, and the amendment 
which was finally adopted was offer- 
ed as a substitute for the resolution 
recommended by the committee. It 
received a majority vote of the con- 
vention. but it can hardly be said that 
it was cordially endorsed. So far as 
I am able to judge the amendment is 
not satisfactory to those win believe 
in greater socialism or collt'divism, 
and is not satisfactory to thorn who 
are opposed to the extension of so- 
cialistic doctrine.

and John A. Paine of Somerset road. 
The name of Mr. George A. Klnley, 
who has just died, was also drawn and 
laid aside. 

♦< Mayor Childs sent In recommenda- 
tions that $1000 was needed for State 
Aid, and $200 for Law Department ex- 
penses, both of which were granted. 
A recommendation for $50 for For- 
estry Department automobiles was re- 
ferred. 

Petitions were received for con- 
crete sidewalks on Central street, for 
laying out of extension of Adams 
street to California street, for tele- 
phone attachments on Bullough park, 
for street railway attachments on 
Crafts street, of James D’Angelis for 
common victualler license on Adams 
street, B. D. Childs for second hand 
store on Centre street, and G. W. 
Turner to operate a jitney from 
Chestnut street, Upper Falls, to the 
.Charles river. 

Various permits for private garages, 
a telephone attachment on Itockledge 
road, and relocation of Edison poles 
. on South street and Moffat road were 
granted. Betterment assessments on 
Avalon road on estates of C. W. Mar- 
tin and Louella B. Gates were ap- 
portioned. 

The Public Works committee made 
a laudable attempt to clear its docket, 
reporting no action necessary on the 
.lighting of Newtonville square, on 
making Putnam street a one way 
street, on the improvement of Pleas- 
ant street, and on establishing a build- 
ing line on St. Jaipes street, Charles- 
bank road, and Florence street. 
Leave to withdraw was granted on 
•sewers in Mason road, Chestnut Hill 


road, Warwick road. Commonwealth 
avenue, Commonwealth park, Bullough 
park, and the laying out of Algonquin 
road, Hood and Rogers streets, Davis 
avenue, nnd Nottingham street. The 
committee also reported that it was 
inexpedient to act on the improve- 
ment of Dedham, Parker, and Win- 
chester street, to improve the swamp 
at the Upper Falls playground, to 
widen Walnut street, nnd to authorize 
the sale of the Lowell avenue ledge. 
Alderman Harrlman explained that 
the railroad company and the city 
authorities were to make some 
changes in the fences and shrubbery 
at the approaches to Putnam street 
bridge, and it was thought the great- 
er part of the present danger at that 
point may be avoided in this manner. 
The matter of improving Dedham, 
Parker, and Winchester streets was 
discussed at considerable length, Al- 
derman Angler wanting the matter 
left in such a way as to allow it to 
be taken up whenever it was deemed 
advisable In the future. Alderman 
Harrlman said that the expense of 
this work was prohibitive at this time 
and probably for next year, and the 
committee wished to have its docket 
cleared before the end of the year. 
A motion to refer this matter to the 
next city government was defeated by 
a tie vote. 

Favorable action was taken on lay- 
ing a concrete sidewalk on Broadway 
and hearings were assigned on No 
vember 19 on sewers in Waban ave- 
nue and Pilgrim road. Land was tak- 
en and sewers ordered built in Hood 
street and in Ashmont avenue. 

The select committee on new quar- 
ters for the fire alarm telegraph re- 
ported that the present system had 
reached its full capacity, but as a new 
building would cost at least $80,000 
it was inexpedient to take any action 
at the present time. 

Just as adjournment was reached, 
Alderman Clark presented two resolu- 
tions in behalf of Alderman Whidden 
who had left earlier, one requesting 
the Mayor and Chief of Police to ar- 
range for practice with revolvers or 
other arms for the Newton Constabul- 
ary, and another calling for $5000 to 
be used for furnishing the Newton 
Constabulary with overcoats when on 
active service. Both matters were re- 
ferred to the Finance committee. 

The board adjourned at 8.40 P. M.

NEWTO N CONSTA BULARY 

Many Good Reasons Why Newton Men 
Should Render Personal Service 

Everyone who has given the sub- 
ject any consideration realizes that 
even in normal times we do not 
place our real dependance for the 
maintenance of law and order upon 
the police forces of the various cities 
and towns of the state. The local 
police forces, however efficient, are 
fully occupied in patrolling the streets 
and in apprehending criminals of the 
ordinary type, nnd they are wholly 
inadequate in numbers to handle a 
serious riot or uprising, or to main- 
tain order and the rights of public 
property when a large portion of a 
city or town has been destroyed by 
a fire or a flood, or to enforce the 
law where drastic measures have to 
be taken to subdue a pestilence, or 
when some other situation has arisen 
n which the civil authorities are de- 
fied by a large body of lawless and 
excited men. 

In such cases It Is to tho militia 
that the civil authorities resort, and 
in extreme cases, when the militia 
cannot handle the situation, the regu- 
lar army is ealled in. It is not often 
that it is necessary to call out the 
militia, but the occasion has arisen 
more than once in every state In the 
union, and moreover there can be no 
doubt that the existence of an armed 
ind disciplined force ready to sup 
plement the police in case of need 
is the most powerful deterrent to 
riots and uprisings of all sorts. If 
there were no such force available, 
the community would soon be at the 
mercy of its most lawle’ss members. 

Militia Not Available 

At the present time the militia has 
been called into tho service of the 
Jederal government and, together 
with the regular army, has been or 
.s about to be sent to France. At 
i time when the passions of the peo- 
ple are excited by war, when discon- 
tent in various forms is likely to 
manifest itself in riots and disturb- 
mces of every description, when 
there are thousands of malcontents 
in secret if not open sympathy with 
.lie enemy, we are left without the 
protection which has again and again 
been found necessary even in times 
of peace. Even if it were possible 
to call back troops from the front 
to suppress riots at home, as was 
done In the case of the draft riots 
in the Civil War, if this were the 
inly recourse of the civil authorities 
the incentive to emmissaries of the 
anemy to interfere with our military 
plans by stirring up trouble at home 
would be doubled. 

Those charged with the duty of 
naintaining the government during 
the war, have not failed to realize 
the dangers of the situation. To be 
sure, under statutes which have been 
in force for over two hundred years, 
ivory male citizen over eighteen 
years of age may be drafted by the 
mayor and compelled to perform 
Dolice duties in time of public dis- 
turbance, but to exercise this power 
lpon men having no previous train- 
ing would be merely to set one mob 
on another. To be of any service 
whatever the forces of law and order 
must have some semblance of mili- 
tary discipline and some training in 
the use of weapons, and must be 
able to recognize their own officers 
and to know’ how to act as an or- 
ganized body and not merely as an 
aggiegation of individuals.

THE CITY ELECTION 

No Opposition to Mayor Childs and Four 
Aldermanic Changes 

With the state election out of the 
way, some attention is now being paid 
to the various candidates for the city 
election to be held December 11th. 

It is generally conceded, nltho it is 
not yet officially announced that May- 
or Edwin O. Childs will be a candi- 
date for a third term. This is entirely 
due to political conditions, for several 
gentlemen would like to become mayor 
of Newton, hut have a most wholesome 
respect for Mayor Childs’ ability as a 
vote getter. At all events, until Mr 
Childs states definitely that he is not a 
candidate, the booms of other men are 
kept in the background. 

For nldermen, some changes are con- 
templated. 

In ward 1. Alderman Fitts will retire 
of his own volition, and Alderman Har- 
riman, who was elected last fall for 
two years from ward 7, but whose ten- 
ure of office will cease on Dec. 31st as 
he has since moved into ward 1, has 
been persuaded to serve again as an 
alderman from ward 1. instead of ward 
7. and the city is to be congratulated 
on that decision, as Alderman Harri- 
man is one of the most valuable men 
in the present board. Alderman Mur- 
phy can succeed himself if he wishes 
to do so, but as he, has served for six 
years, he may decide to retire on his 
well earned laurels. 

For School committee, Mr. Fred 
W. Stone, who has served for six 
years announces his retirement and 
Mr. Joseph N. Palmer will accept the 
office. Mr. Palmer was a member of 
the school board when it was reduced 
In numbers from 15 to 7 and retired at 
that time, so he will be no stranger to 
the task. 

In ward 2, Alderman William Price 
will run for ward alderman, having 
served the past two years as alderman 
at large, and it is expected that Ward 
Alderman Hubert L. Carter will run 
for the two year term. 

In ward 3, Alderman Justin A. 
McCarthy as ward alderman and Aider- 
man at large, Herbert M. Cole are ex- 
pected to succeed themselves. 

In ward 4, Alderman Guy M. Wins- 
low will retire after five years of valu- 
able service and Alderman Hollis is ex- 
pected to take the two year term with 
Mr. W. J. Spaulding succeeding him as 
ward alderman. School committeman. 
Charles E. Valentine has also accepted 
another term in that office. 

In ward 5, it is expected the Ward al- 
derman, George M. Angier. one of the 
leading members of the board will be 
returned from Waban and Alderman at 
large Frederick W. Cobb will succeed 
himself, having an eye on the repre- 
sentative nomination front the south 
side next fall. 

In ward 6. Alderman Robert M. 
Clark retires and Alderman Morton C. 
Tuttle, will be named for the two 
year term nnd Mr. E. Clifford Potter 
is mentioned for the ward alderman- 
ship. 

In ward 7, Alderman Bancroft Good- 
win will succeed himself as ward al- 
derman and Mr. Philip Nichols will un- 
doubtedly accept the office vacated by 
the removal of Alderman Harrlman to 
ward 1. Mr Everett E. Kent will also 
succeed himself as a member of the 
school committee.

SMALL VOTE CAST 

But Republican Ticket has an Old-Fashioned 
Majority. Laborers’ Vacations Refused. 


The state election on Tuesday at- 1 
traeted but little attention from the • 
voters of Newton, only 71 per cent of ' 
the registration being recorded at the 
polls. Governor McCall, as was ex- 
pected polled a very large portion of 
the vote, receiving 4063 votes to 1383 
for Mansfield, his Democratic op- 
ponent. Lieut. Governor Coolidge re- 
ceived 3971 votes to 1289 cast for i 
Matthew Hale, Democrat, but Mr. 
Coolidge had a plurality of 26S2 as 
compared with 2680 given Gov. Mc- 
Call. 

The greatest interest was taken on 
the result of the referendum on the 
‘‘anti-aid’’ amendment to the Consti- 
tution. Yes carrying the city by a 
vote of 3770 to 1555 No. The other 
constitutional amendments were also 
favored, absentee voting having 3904 
Yes and 1073 No, while the public 
trading amendment had 4200 Yes and 
825 No. The referendum for vaca- 
tions for city laborers was again de- 
feated. the vote this year being 2330 
Yes and 2795 No. 

A remarkable feature of the election 
was the lack of scattering votes. Only ! 
three votes, one each for lieutenant 
governor, for state auditor, and for 
councillor being cast. 

Mr. Leland Powers, a new candidate 
for representative, had the highest 
vote for that office, with Representa- 
tive Allen, a close second, and Rep- 
resentative Weston over a hundred 
votes behind. 

Councillor James G. Harris, Senator 
James E. MacPherson. and County 
Commissioner Walter C. Wardwell 
were unopposed. Senator MacPher- 
son receiving the highest vote cast for 
any candidate. 4109. 

The detailed vote for governor, 
lieutenant governor, representatives, 
and the various referendums will be 
found elsewhere.

VACATIONS FOR LABORERS. 

The Editor of the Graphic. 

The referendum on the vacations 
for city laborers seems to have been 
so- generally misunderstood that I 
would like to say a word in explana- 
tion of the situation. 

The question is, whether the city 
shall be forced to pay to the em- 
ployees in the street department, 
many of them non-residents, who 
work a few months during the busy 
period iu the summer a sum equal 
to their wages for two weeks in ad- 
dition to compensation for the time 
they work. This referendum was put 
on the ballot this year as before un- 
der the Act of 1914. Chapter 217. 
which is so ambiguous as to permit of 
almost any construction. It provides 
that all persons classified as laborers 
"and regularly employed by cities or 
towns for more than one year” shall 
be entitled to a vacation of not less 
than two weeks. If this purports to 
apply only to city laborers who have 
been employed fifty-two weeks in a 
year, it will cover practically none of 


them. On the other hand, if it means 
those who are "regularly employed’* 
from year to year during the busy 
season, it will include a lot of men 
mostly non-residents and aliens, who 
come into the city during the summer 
time temporarily and who are cer- 
tainly not entitled to two weeks’ va- 
cation money. 

During my five years’ service at 
City Hall. I came to realize very 
clearly the faithful and honest work 
done by the regular employees of the 
street department who work practi- 
cally the whole year, and I see no 
reason why they should not be allow- 
ed a two weeks’ vacation just as 
much as an employee in City Hall it- 
self. The city has a right today to 
give such men two weeks’ vacation, 
and I for one am ready to assist them 
in any application they may see fit 
to make to the city government, pro- 
vided the case of regular workers is 
carefully distinguished from the situ- 
ation of the extra mer who are taken 
on during - few weeks in the summer.

COAL SITUATION SERIOUS 

Coal is in groat demand all through 
New England, but. in spite of the best 
endeavors of the Fuel Administrator, 
the supply has fallen far behind the 
requirements. The situation Is serious. 

At the present time New England is 
several million tons of soft coal short 
of its needs, and while the hard coal 
supply was reasonably satisfactory 
two months ago there was a falling- 
off during September and October, so 
that there is not enough now coming 
forwnrd to meet the increased uses. 

Every effort has been and is being 
made by the Fuel Administrator to fa 
cilitate shipments and to secure the 
economical utilization of the coal re- 
ceived. Many relatively unnecessary 
forms of use have been curtailed or 
even eliminated. 

The fact remains that the outlook 
for any improvement in future deliv- 
eries for New England is unfavorable, 
and it has become the duty of the Ad- 
ministrator to advise the public of 
these facts, and to urge that personal 
and community prudence and national 
patriotism require that New England 
should begin at once to utilize as fully 
as may be the native cordwood sup- 
plies. 

At a recent conference of fuel offi- 
cials. woodland owners, wood dealers, 
the Grange and others interested, rep- 
resenting all the New England States, 
the opinion was unanimously express- 
ed that an organized effort should be 
made without any delay to provide a 
store of wood sufficient for immediate 
and future needs. 

The reports from the several states 
indicated positively that the supply of 
wood now on hand is everywhere 
short even of normal requirements, 
and that there nowhere appears to he 
any danger of glutting the market 
through any cutting activity that may 
be inaugurated. In view of the like- 
lihood that there will be an even 
greater stringency in the coal situa- 
tion later in the season, and with the 
possibility that these conditions may 
not be materially improved another 
year, the present or future market 
for good cordwood bears a most prom- 
ising appearance. 

It was further recommended by the 
conference refered to above that an 
appeal should be made to Local Com- 
mittees of Public Safety in all wood- 
producing localities, and to County 
Agents as well, to take an inventory 
of all available supplies of cordwood 
stumpage that are situated within a 
reasonable distance of a market, and 
to endeavor forcefully to arrange for 
its cutting without delay. 

It is therefore earnestly requested 
that the Granges and the Farmers' 
Clubs will immediately take an active 
part in co-operating with the local 
Committees on Public Safety in this 
important matter.

Frank Hodder, accompanied by his 
mother. Mrs. W. C. Boyden related the 
story of "Ann’s Terrible Good Nature,' 
Miss Marion Bassett the story of 
"Barney Flynn”. Mrs. Irving O. 
Palmer told "Why the negro is black.' 
Miss Margaret McGill presented amus- 
ing definitions and incidents which 
had come to her in her work at the 
Newton High School. A ghost story 
of Carlyle House in Alexandria was 
related. 

Miss Helen Louise Johnson, Editor 
of the General Federation Magazine, 
and director of the General Federa- 
tion’s Service Bureau at Washington, 
last Tuesday addressed the Auburn- 
dale Woman’s Club. She said wo- 
men’s clubs could be of the most ser- 
vice to the Government through the 
arm of the Red Cross, and urged Clubs 
to keep the Bureau informed of the 
service they were rendering the Gov- 
ernment through sewing, knitting, 
surgical dressing work, etc. 

In speaking of "The Budget," her 
subject for the afternoon, Miss John 
son said women should have a plan of 
procedure for their economic lives, that 
it was not a question of what we can 
afford to buy, but what we can afford 
to own. Miss Johnson urged that the 
children, the economists of to-morrow, 
be taught how to spend money and 
then how to save. They should also 
be taught self control and self re- 
straint. She emphasized the fact of 
tho good that would be accomplished 
if the domestic did not occupy a place 
In our homes. Then our daughters 
might assume home duties and he 
taught values, economy and efficiency, 
not only that they nmy become good 
wives and home keepers later, but 
that in the present crisis of the world’s 
affairs, by conserving time, labor, mon 
ey, they are helping the Government 
to win the war, and are standing 
shoulder to shoulder with their broth 
ers who have gone into active service. 
With home cares more simple and 
more direct we may release every par- 
ticle of thought and energy to the 
great task before us of helping win 
the war.

That the nmoimt of thought and 
Inbor put Into n thing is its measure of 
success was never shown to better ad- 
vantage than in the way In which the 
plans for the Newton Federation meet- 
ing of Wednesday afternoon at Temple 
Hall, Newtonville, wore carried out. 
That more than 500 persons came out 
to a meeting in the interest of "Our 
New American Neighbors" is testi- 
mony that the women are not wholly 
obsessed with one phase of the war 
problem, work for "our boys," pressing 
as that Is. To obtain a sympathetic 
understanding of what it means to be 
a stranger in a strange land the after- 
noon’s program had been especially 
arranged. The first number was a 
faithful presentation of the stages 
through which each New American 
must pnss In order to be admitted to 
the country. There was the gang 
plank, the watchman, the medical in- 
spectors, the matron, the Immigration 
inspector, the Interpreter, and the 
guard, all performing in exact repro- 
duction the parts of these men at Ellis 
Island. This Immigrant’s Gateway, as 
it was called, was exceedingly well 
carried out all the participants enter- 
ing into the spirit of the occasion. 
Those who had part were: Watchman, 
Mr. Sidney L. Bryant; Medical Inspec- 
tors, Dr. W. O. Hunt. Dr. George H. 
Talbot; Matron, Mrs. Ella E. Mason; 
Immigration inspector. Rev. A. J. 
Muste; Guard, Rev. Rufus H. Dix; In- 
terpreter, Pietro Isola; The Greek, 
Rev. Thomas S. Roy; The Frenchman, 
Albert LeCroix; Italian, Francesco Ar- 
gento; Pole, Samuel Thurber; English- 
man, Mr. Busick; Norwegian woman, 
Mrs. Rising; Bulgarian, Mrs. Peter 
Black; Italian. Mrs. Edward A An- 
drews; Swede, Mrs. W. C. B. Robbins; 
Slovak, Mrs. W. C. Boyden; Irish, Miss 
Marion Bassett, and numerous child- 
ren. The picturesque costumes added 
much to the effectiveness. 

Following this Mme. Lina Damiano 
McSweeney of the Italian Woman’s 
Club of Boston sang a group of appro- 
priate songs* her rich soprano voice 
displaying all the warmth of sunny 
Italy. 

Edward D. Hickey, executive secre- 
tary of the new State Board of Immi- 
gration, made a brief address In which 
he pictured the feelings of the people 
who came to us from over the sea, 
their anticipation of the land of op- 
portunity, their journey which began 
in all probability several years before 
it actually was started and then the 
contrast and disappointment attending 
the disillusionment experienced by 
many, for fully 80 per cent of those 
who have come to our shores have been 
exploited. To prevent this and to offset 
the effects, the philanthropic agencies 
have worked and now the State is tak- 
ing a hand. The Board is making a 
systematic study of conditions on the 
docks. Offices have been opened at the 
West End and at the North End where 
immigrants may come for assistance, 
notary service is given them free. The 
Speaker felt that much of the recent 
labor troubles have been stirred up by 
unscupulous persons among the 
foreigners ignorant of our ways. He 
anticipates after the war is over that 
there will be a very large influx from 
over the seas, so that at present the 
State is already preparing for It. 

Miss Geraldine Gordon of Denison 
House, Boston, who followed, said that 
Mr. Hickey had not the least exagge 
rated conditions. Her purpose was to 
tell the audience some of the things 
which these new Americans bring us, 
among which may be mentioned their 
skill for handiwork, their sense of 
beauty, which is a traditional inheri 
tance. Their work is the fruit of love 
for the bcuutiful and not in the least 
a commercial enterprise. She felt that 
it was our duty to help them to keep 
the best they have when they come and 
not superimpose our ideas upon them. 
Denison House is endeavoring to give 
these women work at home. She does 
not agree with the idea of America be- 
ing the "melting pot," but rather that 
it has been chosen as the great recon- 
ciling place. Miss Gordon brought 
with her an exhibition of elaborate and 
beautiful embroideries and crochet 
work mude by some of the women of 
her neighborhood. 

Mr. Francesco Argento, teacher of 
Italian and French at the Newton 
Technical High School, in a very prac- 
tical way told of some things which 
the women of Newton may do for our 
own New Americans. By far the 
largest number in this city are Ital- 
ians, many of whom have come from 
helpless conditions at home and on 
this account it is di’ficult to accomplish 
much, but not impossible. Suitable 
places of amusement would he a great 
help. It is difficult to talk with them 
or to teach them in lurge groups and 
have them understand, so pictures of 
clean kitchens and neat bedrooms 
shown at the movies, for example,

NEW ASSOCIATE JUDGE. 


State Guard Not Always Available 
It is for this reason that the State 
Guard haH been organized, one com- 
pany of which has been raised in 
Newton. It Is. however, well under- 
stood that the State Guard alono 
does not furnish protection equiva- 
lent to that which was available be- 
fore the outbreak of the war. On 
this account it has been found 
necessary to establish auxiliary forces 
iu the various cities nnd towns under 
the command of the municipal au- 
thorities, to supplement the State 
Guard and to furnish protection nt 
home In case the State Guard Is 
called to some other point in the 
state. 

IMnce for Constabulary 
It Is ns such an auxiliary force that 
the Newton Constabulary has been 
established. It Is organized on mili- 
tary lines, hut is under the command 
of the mayor and the chief of police 
and its members are sworn in as 
special police officers. They meet 
one evening a week, but attendance nt 
every meeting, though desired. Is not 
compulsory. The members are train- 
ed in the use of the weapons that 
they are likely to have to use. and are 
taught enough of the rudiments of 
military drill to enable them to act as 
an organized body. Each member, on 
joining the organization, agrees in 
ense of emergency to perform such 
duties as he may be called upon by 
the Mayor to perform for the protec- 
tion of the city. It Is Intended that 
the organization will be so large that 
except In case of an extreme emer- 
gency the duties will be divided among 
the men of the different companies 
and that no man will be called upon 
for active duty for more than one 
day at a time. 

Other, Newton Tillages Awake 
The men of the other villages of 
Newton have appreciated the need of 
such an organization and have turned 
out in ample numbers. Newton Cen- 
tre, Newton Highlands, Chestnut Hill, 
Waban, Auburndale, West Newton 
and Newtonyille have alj, furnished 
well drilled, well armed and well dis- 
ciplined companies and the men in 
the unit from our own village have 
had the humiliation of being outnum 
bered at parades and regimental drills 
more than three to one by the com- 
panies from less populous and, it had 
been supposed, less enterprising vil- 
lages. Various reasons have been as- 
signed for Newton’s poor showing, but 
the principal one is that the objects 
of the organization have never been 
fully explained to the people of New- 
ton, and they have been allowed to 
suppose that its only reason for exis- 
tence was to furnish an outlet for the 
military enthusiasm of its members, 
or, at most, to suppress possible out- 
breaks of German Americans, the 
danger of which has long since pas- 
sed. 

Newton Corner Men to the Front 
It is probable that the existence of 
such an organization as the Newton 
Constabulary will in itself prevent 
any serious outbreaks in our city, but 
to keep it in existence requires the 
giving of some time and effort by its 
members; and if it is needed in actual 
service it will be needed quickly and 
needed badly, Somebody has got to 
do tho work, and It certainly seems 
that in view of the spirit in which 
thousands of our young men have of- 
fered the whole of their time and 
labor, and possibly their lives, to the 
government, and in which hundreds 
of the older men have given days, 
weeks and months to uncompensated 
public service in the present crisis, it 
is not asking too much of the men 
who are doing nothing else to help 
out during the present war that will 
interfere with such service to give up 
one evening a week to prepare them- 
selves to take part in the protection 
of their own city and their own homes 
during the period of the war. 

The Newton unit of the Constabu- 
lary has been re-organized and it is 
proposed to take a fresh start and re- 
cruit the company up to its proper 
numbers. It is certainly to be hoped 
for the sake of the reputation of the 
people of our section of Newton for 
patriotism and willingness to make 
some sacrifice for the public needs that 
the effort will not fail.

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NEWTON CHRISTIAN FORUM 

Dr. Talcott Williams Gives Interesting Address 
on the German Government 


The second meeting of the Newton 
Christian Forum was held last Sun- 
day afternoon at Eliot Church, which 
was well filled by a representative 
audience attracted by the speaker, 
Dr. Talcott Williams of Columbia Uni- 
versity, and his subject “Why we are 
at War with the Imperial German 
government”. While Dr. Williams gave 
a most interesting address on the Ger- 
man system of government, lie hard- 
ly touched upon the reason why this 
country was at war. He said in part: 

The emphasis, he said should be 
placed on the "imperial German gov- 
ernment” because it represents the 

• principle of autocracy, being opposed 
by democracy. 22 kings, princes, etc., 
chose the German Kaiser, the people 
wore not consulted. All power is 

i vested in the Bundesrath, the upper 
house of the German empire, and its 
three score members represent the 22 
kings who select them. It meets 
in secret and its debates are not pub- 
lished. The system means that the 
power of government is concentrated 

• in the hands of a small ruling class, 
and the royal family of about 400 
persons, thinks it is set apart with 
special rights and privileges. Such 
a system denies the Fatherhood of 
God and the Brotherhood of Man and 
substitutes a group detached from all 
moral responsibilities. It deadens 
moral feeling and lias led to the be- 

* lief that Germany should be great 
rather than free and that might 
makes right. It has led to the ma- 
terial growth of Germany in which 
the ruling class has had its share of 
profits, and the Kaiser is one of the 
shareholders in the Krupp works and 
has had his profits in the munitions 
and preparations for war. Germany 

* had 12,500,000 rifles, ammunition and 
equipment when it entered the war 
and planned to be in Paris in one 
month, in London in three months 

!' and within a half a year to make 
America pay the cost of the war by 
seizing its ports. Nothing but the 
battle of the Marne and the troops 
of France and England has prevented 
the war from being on the Charles 
and on the Hudson. 

This special privileged class made 
for unfair competition in trade be- 
cause the governed class were shar- 
ing in the profits and they could be 
increased thru the use of political 
power. 

Germany saw France prosperous 
and free, the Balkan states were lay- 
ing the foundations of , liberty and 
Germany was the enemy of every 
movement for liberty in the world 
for it is impossible for an autocracy 
'* not, to be predatory and whenever 
Am*erica interested itself in the gov- 
ernment for liberty it found Germany 
in its path. The Armenian massa- 
cres were planned in Berlin and Ger- 
many prevented the other powers 
from policing that unhappy country. 
This war was planned not merely 
to extend its boundaries but to add

to the perHonnl profits of its ruling 
class, and the one place you never 
see their names is in ;he list of those 
killed in hnttlp. 

The two great English speaking 
peoples' are now gathered for the 
death of autocracy and injustice, let 
no suffering or sacrifice be too great 
to ransom humanity. 

The usual number of questions were 
asked Dr. Williams and his replies 
showed a wide knowledge of the sub- 
ject. 

He stated that the U boat menace 
was not the cause of tne war, but was 
merely the occasion for it. 

He believed that German money was 
opening a path in Northern Italy and 
told how it had been used in Rou- 
inania last December. The Canadian 
government found $1 1,000,000 in Ger- 
man money in Canadian banks in 1914 
and believed we would be appalled at 
the facts in this country if we knew 
them. 

If the State Department had kept 
back any facts, he believed it had been 
done in the interests of pence for it 
would have been impossible to have 
restrained the people of this country, 
if some of them had been made known 
earlier. 

The Democratic forces he declared 
are united in this war. He had ad- 
dressed a body of drafted men recent- 
ly in Danbury Conn., men of nil na- 
tionalities and found that there were 
no men more anxious to help in the 
war than those who have come to us 
from across the water. 

He said that the destiny of the 
United States was in the hand of Pres- 
ident Wilson and that there never 
was a man more free from the cor- 
ruption of all material things in this 
world. Washington is not controlled 
by the great corporations and has 
never done so much to curb and re- 
strain great wealth. 

Members of the Reichstag, the lower 
house of Germany are elected by man- 
hood suffrage from districts which 
have not been changed since 1870. 
They do not represent the German 
people and have no power of govern- 
ment. 

In answer to the q,uery, that if the 
church allows lectures on war, where 
shall we go to hear the Gospel, Dr. 
Williams advised his audience to read 
1st Samuel and the 10th chapter of 
Mark, which he said were the corner 
stone of democracy. He commended 
the last command of Jesus, when he 
told his disciples that if they hadn’t 
a sword to sell their coat and buy one. 
He believed In a Peace society headed 
by General Pershing. 

To a question as to the 10 Command- 
ments and the Sermon on the Mount 
he advised the enforcement of the 
sixth commandment. “Thou shalt not 
kill" so that no nation should set the 
Commandments at naught and hope 
that when it was all over the United 
States should lead in the role of "Bles- 
sed are the Peacemakers.” 

He had reason to believe that food 
sent to prisoners in Germany actually 
reached them. 

To the query if Germany could win, 
he replied that Germany could not win 
if America does its duty by freedom 
and justice. 

Mr. Arthur L. Spring preceded Dr. 
Williams and made an eloquent plea 
for large contributions to the Red 
Triangle fund. 

The next Forum will be held at 
Eliot Church on Sunday Dec. 9th, 
when Mr. Hamilton Holt will speak 
on "Commercialism and Journalism.”

HOSPITAL WEEK 


PresidenI W. C. Bray Stales the Work 
and Needs of the Newton Hospital 

At a meeting held last week Thurs- 
day evening nt. the Rrae Burn Country 
Club, at which about fifty represent- 
ative men of the city were present, 
President William C. Bray gave an in- 
teresting report of the work of the 
Newton hospital and plans were made 
for obtaining contributions towards the 
expenses of this valuable institution. 

Instead of the usual arrangement 
for contributions to be taken on Hos- 
pital Sunday, a thoro canvass of the 
entire city will be made during the 
week of November 18-25, when it is 
hoped that subscriptions at the rate of 
$4,000 per month will he obtained. 


President Bray said: — 

It Is not necessary to tell a long 
story of the Hospital; conditions call 
for action rather than for words — and 
besides this, the residents of Newton 
are acquainted with its history. Ref- 
erence will be made to some of the 
earlier days but only to throw light 
on steps which have been taken. Dif- 
ficulties were evidently experienced 
thirty-five years ago as they are ex- 
perienced today in securing adequate 
funds, and so the City was asked for 
help in 1887 — $1000.00 was contribut- 
ed. A like amount was given for three 
years, then $1500.00 for three years, 
then $3000.00, $4000.00, $5000.00, $7500.- 
00 and finally $10,000.00 This last 
contribution was made in 1896. No 
further help has been received from 
the City and the decision that pay- 
ments could not he legally made ex- 
cept for service rendered was a fore- 
runner of the recent constitutional 
amendment. 

At different times, by different 
bodies, the question has been consid- 
ered as to whether or not the Hospi- 
tal should be made one of the City 
institutions, but after each discus- 
sion only one conclusion has been 
reached — better service can be rend- 
ered through private control. The 
whole atmosphere of the institution 
would be changed if it were managed 
on a purely institutional basis. 

During the years which have passed 
Property which is worth about 
$275,000 has been accumulated and an 
Endowment Fund of about $220,000 
has been created. Even in the years 
of greatest need the citizens as a 
whole have borne a very small part 
of the expenses. Of the twenty odd 
buildings only seven have been built 
by the Corporation. Nine stand to the 
credit of individuals, three to the City 
of Newton, and one to the Hospital 
Aid Association. Of the sixteeh acres 
of land, seven have been contributed 
by individuals. 

During the year ending August 31, 
1917, 2406 patients were treated — an 
increase of 251 over any preceding 
year. This number does not include 
the out-patients or the children in the 
Orthopedic Clinic. 

Of the 2406 patients about 1400 were 
treated in the public wards. The aver- 
age amount paid in the general pub- 
lic wards was $S.63 per patient per 
week or $12.71 less than the actual 
cost. Of the 5146 weeks’ treatment, 
24 per cent was rendered free, 60 per 
cent at less than cost and on only 16 
per cent was there a profit. 

The Hospital was established be- 
cause of an individual need and it is 
probable that there was little thought 
of any service other than that to be 
given to the sick or injured who were 
not In a position to meet the expense. 
As the years passed new lines of work 
wer.fi undertaken; the Training School 
for nurses became an important fac- 
tor, and its influence has been felt in

Each boy received a for- 
mal discharge signed by Governor 
McCall and Mr. James J. Storrow. the 
chairman of the Massachusetts Com- 
mittee on Public Safety. 

The assembly hall of the Newton 
High School was crowded to the 
doors early Wednesday morning, with 
all the hoys enrolled in the three 
High Schools. On the stage with 
Headmaster E. C. Adams, were Mayor 
Edwin O. Childs. Sergt. U. G. Wheeler 
Mr. William M. Flanders, chairman of 
the Food Conservation Committee of 
the Newton Safety Committee. Mr. 
Horace Kidger, and Mr. E. E. Wil- 
liams. 

After the singing of the national 
anthem. Mr. Adams read a highly 
l commendatory letter regarding the 
I two Newton camps from the execu- 
; tive secretary of the Mass. Committee, 
i who expressed the hope that there 
| would be 50 similar camps next year. 

Mr. Flanders was the first speaker 
and paid a high tribute to the work of 
the teachers as well as that of the 
students in food conservation. He 
was personally very proud of the 
splendid work that had been done at 
these camps, and believed that even 
if there had been no food produced 
the gain to ourselves had been 
well worth the effort. 

Sergt. Wheeler said that it was easy 
to be a hero amid the inspiration and 
cheers of our friends, but every day 
tasks do not usually invite many 
thrills. You boys will not be asked 
to enlist, but it is your duty to pre- 
pare yourselves for what may be in 
store in the future. The slacker in 
war service is not popular, and the 
slacker in school work should be 
equally unpopular. 

Mr. C. D. Meserve was received 
with great enthusiasm and his brief 
remarks were of great interest. He 
said that when the work on farms 
was contemplated, there was no 
thought of prizes, but Mr. Ed- 
gar J. Leonard of the High School 
class of 1899, had donated some 
money for the purpose and the com- 
mittee had awarded prizes of ten dol- 
lar gold pieces to Warren K. Brimble- 
com of. Camp Dean and Austin C. 
Eaton of Camp Newton for being the 
best all round and most generally 
helpful boys in each Camp, and to 
Mianose Gulian of Camp Dean and Al- 
bert M. Hunt, on the basis of general 
efficiency, helpfulness in camp and 
showing the greatest development 
during the camp life. The boys were 
given the school cheer after they had 
heceived the prizes. 

Mayor Childs, in presenting the dis- 
charges to the boys, said in part. — 
That our value to society is largely 
determined by our willingness to 


serve. The need of work at home i» 
equal with the need of men on the 
firing line, and it is said that in many 
respects the emphasis is shifted from 
bullets to bread, and the call it makes 
for workers. We honor the young 
men who answered to that call for 
they have done what they have in the 
spirit of a patriot. The same spirit 
that carried us thru the revolution, 
that sustained us in the Civil War and 
in the war of 1898, and the spirit that, 
will win this present war to make the 
I world safe for democracy. The call 
comes to all. to the man in purple, 
and to the man who knows not where 
he can find food for his family, and 
we all of us must be either slackers 
or patriots.

The graduates of 
the school may be found today as 
heads of other hospitals, as Super- 
visors of Public Health work and in 
many other positions of trust.

cannot be anHwerod by a plain “Yen” 
nor wotfld it lie true to any “No." 
BuRincRH mot hods have been adopted, 
accounts nre carefully kept and the 
books are systematically audited. It 
1 r, however, manifestly impossible 
while we nre dependent upon our doc- 
torn for paticntR and upon friends of 
the patients for our support to prne- 
tice the name rigid economy which 
would be used in a purely hunincHfl 
corporation. If the doctor does not 
receive due consideration, hlR patients 
nre sent to some other institution. If 
the friends of the patients imagine 
that every need is nqt supplied, criti- 
cisms are heaped one upon another 
until they block the source of supply. 
If the Hospital wan in a position to 
alwnys use Its own discretion, without 
danger of offending its friends, money 
could probably bo saved. 

It can, however, be truthfully said 
that care Is used to prevent extrava- 
gancies of all kinds, but remember 
that residents of Newton demand the 
best. Most criticisms regarding ex- 
travagancier, nre made in such general 
terms ns to give no opportunity for an 
investigation or a reply. Very much 
has been done to make the place at- 
tractive; practically none of this work 
has been done at the Hospital’s ex- 
pense; the money expended has been 
given by individuals for that specific 
purpose. Two distinct objects havfc 
been in mind, one to dispel the de- 
pressing effect of an institution upon 
the patient and the other to make 
more livable surroundings for the ad- 
ministrative and nursing force. Such 
conditions act not only upon these 
forces directly but upon the patients 
indirectly — pleasant surroundings in- 
spire a better service. 

The Hospital has not been lacking in 
any way in its preparations for public 
service. In addition to the time given 
by the Superintendent and her assist- 
ants in teaching lay classes, provision 
has been made for taking care of a 
large number of our soldiers or sailors 
in case they are sent to the institution. 
Soon after the beginning of the War 
a census of the different hospitals was 
taken to see what could be done in 
case of need. One interesting fact 
might be mentioned in connection 
with a large meeting which was held 
in Philadelphia and which was at- 
tended by our own Superintendent. 
The question was asked as to how 
many additional patients could be 
cared for in an emergency. This 
question was followed by another, 
"What have you actually provided to 
meet the need?” In most cases noth- 
ing had been done. When the ques- 
tion was asked of our Superintend- 
dent she said, “Provision has been 
made for at least thirty-five.” To the 
second question she replied, “Within 
ten minutes.” 

Through the courtesy of the Board 
of Health the Hospital has received 
permission to use Ward A in case of 
need and in its basement are stored 
the thirty-five beds with all the neces- 
sary accessories. These have been 
provided without expense to the Hos- 
pital. 

It is a recognized fact that there is 
a great dearth of nurses in Massa- 
chusetts at the present time and that 
there is likely to be a still greater 
need in the next few’ years. 

The Hospital Authorities believed 
that some action should be taken to 
meet the situation and it was decided 
to admit to the Training School an 
extra class of about 15. There was no 
room in the Hospital for this extra 
number but tw r o houses w’ere found to 
be available. The use of one at Low- 
er Falls was offered by thff Daughters 
of the Revolution and of another at 
Newton Centre by a resident of the 
South Side. The latter w’as finally ac- 
cepted because of the smaller ex- 
pense entailed in making preparations 
for the work. 

The class assembled about August 
15th and the members have already 
nearly completed their period of pro- 
bation. These will be taken into the 
school as fast as vacancies are made 
through the finishing of the courses of 
those who graduated in June. This 
work has also been done without ex- 
pense to the Hospital except that in- 
curred for laundry work, which is 
done in the Hospital laundry. Early 
in December another class will be ad- 
mitted and while in the “Annex" will 
not add to the expenses of the insti- 
tution. 

The total expenses of the year end- 
ing August 31. 1917, were $110,397.45 
and the earnings $76,885.24, making a 
deficit of $33,512.21, which is ten 
thousand dollars greater than the 
previous year. The additional ex- 
pense of this last year was princi- 
pally for coal ($5,403.42 additional) 
and for groceries and provisions 
($5,481.12 additional). 

It is now proposed to ask every citi- 
zen of Newton to take a larger share 
in the work of the Hospital for the 
present year. A committee of citizens 
in each section of Newton will pre- 
sent the needs of the Hospital during 
the week November 18-25, asking for 
larger contributions, but payable 
monthly. Contributions at the rate 
of $4,000 a month will be needed to 
properly conduct the institution this 
year. 

There should be no difficulty in se- 
curing tliiH amount, for surely every 
loyal citizen of Newton will insist 
that the Newton Hospital shall be 
equipped to care both for our own 
sick people and as large a number of 
wounded and sick soldiers u.s shall be 
sent to us.

The work of the boys on the farms, 
during the summer has been justly 
commended by the Massachusetts 
Public Safety Committee, as the fol- 
lowing abstract will show: 

Now as to results: The boys, when 
properly supervised, have benefited 
physically by the summer’s experi- 
ence. They are in first-class physi- 
cal condition. Many of them have 
learned a lesson of sacrifice which is 
one of the best bases of true patriot- 
ism. They have acquired an econ- 
omic experience, and insight into 
problems of production and distribu- 
tion which they could not have ob- 
tained in any other way. in a few 
years these boys are to take their 
places as directing citizens in the life 
of Massachusetts, among them are 
potential members of school commit- 
tees, state legislature, and other pub- 
lic bodies. Under conditions of reality 
they have had an experience which 
\Vill bear fruit in their future lives 
to a far greater degree than could be 
brought about by ordinary vacations. 
Except for the physical benefit, it may 
be objected that these are rather 
vague and general results, and if 
challenged to show why such experi- 
ence is a worthy substitute for the ex- 
perience that could be gained in 
school in the same tinu;, it must be 
frankly admitted that they are not 
susceptible of exact measurement and 
demonstration. On the other hand, 
such social assets as these can be 
pointed out. 

Scores of the boys were from homes 
where there was no need for the boys 
to work. Not a few parents have said 
in substance, "The summer’s experi- 
ence has done more to make a man 
of my boy than anything he has had 
heretofore.”

At the third meeting of the Travel 
Class, held at the home of Mrs. Darl- 
ing. a very Interesting paper on that 
extraordinary character Peter the 
Great, was presented by Mrs. Hol- 
brook. Petrogrud was described und 
many items of interest on the present 
conditions in Russia were brought in 
by the members. The class has ac- 
cepted an invitation from the presi- 
dent of the Auburndale Woman's Club 
to attend the meeting of the club on 
Dec. 4tli, when Russia will be the 
subject. 

Miss Rucull was in charge of the 
meeting of the Newton Highlands (’. 
L. S C on Monday afternoon. She 
continued the study of "Our N'utiouul 
Parks" by telling of tin? Yosemite, Se- 
quoia. General Grant, Crater Lake and 
Mount Ranier parks. The trees, plant 
life and water fulls were described as 
the greatest in the world. She spoke 
of the General Sherman tree uh the 
largest tree on earth and it may be 
the oldest living object thut has a 


A goodly number of members of the 
Welfare Bureau met on Tuesday eve- 
ning at the Newton Club for the an- 
nual meeting. The president, William 
H. Rice, in his report noted the gift 
of an automobile for the use of the 
secretary, which had greatly added 
to the facilities for getting over the 
city. With the increased work of the 
past year has come increased expense 
for maintenance and also inclosed 
expense for relief work. 

Miss Margaret E. Rich, the execu- 
tive secretary, in her report noted the 
upward trend of prices, comparing 
the cost today of groceries, such as 
they are accustomed to send families 
needing relief, with that of one and 
two years ago. This upward trend 
of prices has been responsible for 
many of the problems. One hundred 
and sixty-one new families have ap- 
plied for aid this year. Although 
there has been an increase of wages 
throughout the city, it has not been 
proportionate to increased cost of liv- 
ing. There has been a falling off in 
the number of arrests for drunken- 
ness, but so long as liquor is sold In 
nearby towns, just so long will we 
have a liquor problem. The dental 
clinic and the baby clinic were men- 
tioned. The war, she said, has brought 
many new problems. 

Hon. Frederick P. Cabot, Judge of 
the Boston Juvenile Court, was then 
introduced. He gave a wonderfully 
fine and clear exposition of the func- 
tions of the court of which he Is jus- 
tice. In the first place we must re- 
member that it is not law, but rather 
education, a department of the state 
is trying to educate the boys and girls 
to take their proper places in society. 
They must be guided and developed. 
Reformatory institutions are not re- 


sorted to until all other agencies fail. 
The question to be answered 1 b, What 
din's the child to restore it. to 

its normal place In the community. 
Tho judge must use supreme wisdom, 
get at tho facts and show the parents 
me reasons. The vital part of the 
court 1 r the probation officer. Girls’ 
cases are all handled by a woman. 

Judge Baker started the idea of a 
clinic to make a special study of par- 
ticular cases with a physician in 
charge. Since his death as a memo- 
rial to his work the Judge Baker 
Foundation has been established with 
Dr. Healey In charge. He is study- 
ing the element of growth nnd tho ca- 
pabilities of these children nnd in con- 
ference with the judge is determining 
tho need of the particular child of- 
fender. Lest any should think that 
these children receive no punishment 
for their offences, Judge Cabot as- 
sured his nudience that there are 
plenty of easds where it comes In. He 
cited a number of instances nnd told 
how they have been worked out. 
Judge W. F. Bacon, in opening the 
discussion stated that there nre less 
thnn 100 complaints a year in New- 
ton. He felt that the primal thing 
to do is to mnke the parents realize 
their duty in training their children. 
The need for this may be Instanced 
by the fact that at the present time 
nearly 50 per cent of the boys at Ly- 
man School nrc under thirteen years 
of age. 

Mrs. Arthur Wellman, woman pro- 
bation officer, spoke briefly of her 
work.

COUNCIL NATIONAL DEFENSE

The Newton Unit of the Women’s 
Committee of the Council of National 
Defense held its first meeting in the 
rooms of the Newton Public Safety 
Committee on Friday morning, No- 
vember 9, with twenty-one w’omen 
present. 

This is not a working Committee, 
blit is a one federal organization for 
uniting all groups of women that are 
doing any kind of war work; it is a 
sort of clearing up house, preventing 
duplication of effort and conserving 
energy. 

At present the New ton Unit consists 
of 30 women, representing 19 organi- 
zations of various kinds. 6 sub-com- 
mittees have been formed, the chair- 
men being members of the Unit. Reg- 
istration, Mrs. S. Hardy Mitchell; 
Food Conservation, Mrs. H. A. Went- 
worth; Education. Mrs. Ellery Pea- 
body; Liberty Loan, Mrs. F. E. Stan- 
ley; Child Welfare, Mrs. C. S. Cook. 
Jr.; Hospitality for Soldiers and Sail- 
ors, Miss Flora MacDonald. 

The reports of the Chairmen show- 
ed much valuable work already ac- 
complished. The advantages of one 
centralized, organization for all the 
varied activities were clearly demon- 
strated.

MUSIUALK 

Mrs. James Lorin Richards. Secre- 
tary of the Newtonvillo Branch of the 
Spnr.lnl Aid Society, opened her beau- 
tiful residence on Kirkstnll road, 
Newtonville, on Wednesday afternoon 
for n Musicale for the benefit of the 
Society. 

A largo compnny of guests of social 
prominancc assembled at three o’clock 
and enjoyed a rare musical treat. 

The rooms on the lower and upper 
floors were opened en suite for the 
occasion, anti the spacious hall made 
a capital auditorium. The artists ap- 
peared on the lower landing of the 
broad stair-case, adjoining the sun 
parlor, which was decorated with 
chrysanthemums. Along the circular 
balcony which extends the entire 
length of the upper floor, seats were 
also arranged for the guests. 

Before the opening of the program, 
Mrs. Albert S. Hutchinson of Newton 
Highlands gave a short but impres- 
sive address relative to the Y. M. C. 
A. Drive for $35,000,000 to carry on 
Red Triangle War Work. 

Mrs. Hutchinson said it was a fit- 
ting time, for hand in hand with the 
Red Cross and Special Aid which are 
doing so much for the wounded, 
should he the Red Triangle Work, as 
this work creates a Christian home on 
the "firing line,” bridging the big gap 
between the home here and the camp 
abroad. 

We are fortunate to have this Asso- 
ciation, and of great importance is 
the Bureau of Personnel selecting the 
leaders, both men and' w'omen. Mrs. 
Norman Hall is already over in France 
and Mrs. Margaret Deland is soon go- 
ing over. When we consider that we 
are spending 50 million a day for the 
war, 35 million does not seem such 
a great amount to raise. Mrs. Hutch- 
inson closed with the quotation from 
Henry Van Dyke, “ft is because Am- 
erica is convinced that the cause of 
tlie Allies represents ideals, that she 
has soberly and firmly entered the 
war at their side. Call her a dreamer 
if you will; at least her dreams be- 
long to the spirit of Christianity, and 
the humane and democratic work of 
the Y. M. C. A. has helped, and will 
help to make those a reality.’’ 

At the close of the address four ex- 
ceptional artists presented a program 
of excellent musical and dramatical 
merit which was both varied and en- 
tertaining. 

Mr. Thomas W. Cotton, baritone so- 
loist, in the opening number. “Vision 
Fugitive,” w'as very enthusiastically 
received; other selections which were 
highly pleasing were "For You 
Alone,’’ “Somewhere A Voice is Call- 
ing," “Sunshine of Your Smile,” and 
“La Spagnola,” a Spanish song of 
such fascinating melody that the sing- 
er was repeatedly encored. 

Mr. Cotton’s singing is of that fine 
quality which appeals irresistibly to 
the lover of good music, as he posses- 
es a voice of unusual refinement and 
volume. In the duet, “In Questo Su- 
olo,” wdth Miss Laurel Z. Wood, who 
has a lyric soprano voice of wide 
ran^e and beauty, their voices blend- 
ed most harmoniously. 

Miss Wood was also heard in sev- 
eral groups of songs, among them. 
"Rose Softly Blooming,’’ “Rosary," 
“At Dawning," “Jean,” and others 
which were most pleasingly rendered. 

Miss Beatrice Talmas, reader, in 
her recitation of monologues, re- 
vealed the qualities of a finished ar- 
tist. In all her monologues she shows 
the close observation that makes her 
figures seem true to life, and there is 
a strong note of humor and pathos 
in her work. She appeared in “For 
Love of Mary Ellen,” "Her First Call 
on the Butcher,” and the child imper- 
sonations, “Envy,” "Why” and 
"Threat,” and was vastly amusing to 
the audience. Mr. Fred L. Hatch, pi- 
anist, w’as the accompanist, and also 
contributed a piano solo, which won 
approval. His interpretation of Chop- 
in's “Polonaise in C Minor” was ad- 
mirable. 

The Musicale. which w’as a gratify- 
ing success, was given under the di- 
rection of Mrs. William Herman Al- 
len, treasurer of t lie New'tonville 
Branch of the Special Aid. and Mrs. 
Alfred E. Vose, member of the Ways 
and Means Committee. 

Mrs. Frank Wendall Pray had 
charge of the tickets, and Mrs. Vose 
and Mrs. J. Mervin Allen, the pro- 
grams. 

A generous sum was realized for

FOR CHRISTMAS GIFTS. 

In the Graphic of last week I 
stated that I was raising some money 
with which to buy Christmas gifts 
for the Newton Corner men who are 
in the 101st regiment, Field Artil- 
lery, now in France. This appeal met 
with a most generous response. I 
also solicited contributions from the 
business men of Newton Corner, and 
in nearly every instance something 
waH willingly given to me for this 
fund. A totul of $175.25 was contrib- 
uted. With this money I made up 
twenty-four boxes, one for each man 
in the regiment from this part of 
Newton. Each box contained 300 first 
class cigarettes, one-hulf pound of 
S. S. Pierce mixture pipe tohucco, a 
pound of best eandy, two cukes of 
toilet soap, one tooth brush, one face 
cloth, one can of shaving powder, one 
puekuge of gum and one of mints.

The Red 
Cross Thursday Afternoons for Chil- 
dren will continue to be from 1 to 4 
on Thursdays. 

The long-deferred exhibition of 
posters designed for the Newton Red 
Cross will he opened at the new 
Headquarters’ House on Saturday, 
December 8. Besides the Newton Red 
Cross posters, there will be exhibited 
also a number of other war posters, 
and the whole exhibition will he one 
well worth attending.

Miss Mary lieis- 
kell of Tennessee and Miss Mary 
Hemenway of Massachusetts were 
gowned aiike in white tulle fashioned 
over satin and carried bouquets of 
white ’mums tied with infantry blue 
tulle. 

Mr. Bell was assisted by Captain A. 
Heath Onthank of Arlington. Mass., as 
best man and the group of ushers in- 
cluded Captain Horace H. McCall of 
Atlanta. Ga. Lieutenant Chauncey R. 
Dickinson of Mncon, Ga., and Lamar 
Hill. R. O. T. C. of Atlanta. All the 
young men were in uniform, and at 
the conclusion of the ceremony the 
National anthems were played by an 
orchestra. 

An informal reception, attended 
only by kinsfolk and most intimate 
friends was held after the ceremony, 
and the bride cut the cake with her 
husband’s sabre. 

The bride is a member of a noted 
Southern family; a great, great uncle 
was Mirabeau Lamar, president of the 
Republic of Texas in early days. Her 
great uncle. L. Q. C. Lamar, was Con- 
federate Ambassador to France and 
t'ussia, and was also United States 
Senator, Secretary of the Interior in 
Cleveland’s cabinet, and a Justice of 
the Supreme Court, whose eulogy of 
Charles Sumner was said to have 
been a factor in reconciling the dif- 
ferences between the North and 
South. Miss Ross’ father was John 
Ross, son of Col. John D. Ross, a 
prominent citizen of Macon, Ga., who, 
although too ill for active service, fi- 
nanced a Confederate regiment and 
gave about all he had to the Confed- 
erate cause. The grandfather of Cap- 
tain Bell was Gen. Louis Bell of New 
Hampshire, colonel of the Fourth N. 
H. regiment through the greater 
part of the CiYil War, leading the 
attack on Fort Fisher, January 5, 
1865. He was himself the son of 
Samuel Bell of New Hampshire, four 
times governor and two terms in the 
U. S. Senate; the nephew of Gov. John 
Bell of New Hampshire, and grandson 
of John Bell of Londonderry, colonel 
of the New’ Hampshire Militia in the 
Revolution. 

Captain Bell and his bride left on a 
w’edding trip to Florida, and on their 
return, he will resume his duties at 
Fort Oglethorpe.

OPEN MEETING OK THE SPECIAL 
AID SOCIETY 


The Speclr.1 Aid Society of Newton 
met in < ’banning Church pnrlors last 
Friday afternoon. Mrs. 11. H. Powers 
presiding 

Mrs. F. E. Stanley, chairman of the 
Women’s Liberty 1/mn Committee, 
read letters from Mr. Aiken, chair- 
man of the Liberty Ixian Committee 
for New England, and Mr. Seward M. 
Jones, chnirman of the Committee for 
New.ton. -expressing appreciation of 
the work of the women’s committees 
in the Inst campaign. 

Mrs. E. M. Moore, chairman of the 
Work Committee, reported 161 gar- 
ments and other articles completed in 
October, and in addition 235 knitted 
articles which w’crc distributed 
among the lied Cross, Navy League. 
Special Aid Hcndquarters. and New’- 
ton Public Snfety Committee. Mrs. 
Moore made the following requests: 

1. Odds and ends of bright colored 
wool for use by the girl scouts in 
knitting afghans for the French hos- 
pitals. 

2. Pieces of flannelette in any size 
and shape to he used for patchwork 
blankets made double — these also to 
be sent to France. 

3. Pieces of bright colored cottons, 
cretonnes or strong ginghams, to be 
used for collars, cuff’s, and pocket 
bands on dull grey shirts. 

4. That as the price of wool is 
high, we should contribute to the 
wool fund. "If you can’t give, knit; 
and if you can, do both.” 

5. Fifty helmets with earholes, and 
50 pairs of gloves are wanted at once 
for Lieut. Com. Ware. 

The wool, needles and directions 
are ready. Work for the aviators has 
been started through the energy and 
initiative of one of our Newton mem 
bers, and the General Committee of 
the Special Aid has entered into the 
work with enthusiasm. Many of the 
108 branches will help in making the 
1500 outfits wlyeh should be ready by 
January 1. An aviator’s outfit con- 
sists of 7 knitted articles and a com- 
fort kit. Special directions have been 
printed and the work is ready. 

There has been so much misunder- 
standing about the aviators’ outfits 
that it has been thought best to state 
that the government does not provide 
them with knitted articles. It is far 
from the truth that all the men in this 
branch of the service are rich. Many 
have left excellent positions to go 
into aviation, and many have depen- 
dents. The knitted articles which 
they need cannot he procured in 
France at any price. 

Miss Lathe, chairman of the Social 
Service Committee, reported entire 
receipts from the summer canning 
work. $57.79, expenses $64.68. A do- 
nation of canned goods has been sent 
to Pomroy Home, and there are 132 
quarts still in the store-room. This 
Committee will now work with the 
Food Conservation Committee to 
make a complete canvas of this vil- 
lage for the signing of the State cards. 
A little later this committee expects 
to establish Food Thrift centers in 
the different villages with literature 
and demonstrations. 

The Surgical Dressings Committee 
reported, through Miss Emery, that 
during the sdmmer they had become 
affiliated with the Red Cross, and are 
making large numbers of special new’ 
dressings, to which they can turn 
more quickly than the larger organi- 
zation. 

Mrs. S. L. Pow’ers, chairman of the 
local Red Cross, reported for October 
818 knitted articles and 283 garments 
and Christmas bags. 

Mrs. William E. Jones, who has 
been interested in hospitality for sol- 
diers and sailors, has consented to 
act as chairman of the Entertainment 
Committee for the Special Aid Society. 

A vote of thanks be sent to the 
crew of Lieut. Com. Ware’s ship for 
the beautiful silver loving cup. 

Mrs. Powers spoke of the sugar and 
grain which we are conserving in our 
homes being used in breweries, the 
product being a great menace to our 
hays. Women’s organizations will 
unite between now’ and the first week 
in December to demand national pro- 
hibition for conservation. H. R. 
Chamberlin was named as chairman 
of the committee on this matter. 

Mrs. W. H. Lothrop, chairman of 
Civilian Relief for Divison S. E. of the 
New England Red Cross then spoke. 
Site likened the growth of the Red 
Cross to the expansion of a crossroad 
grocery store to one like Marshall 
Field’s. The Red Cross has called 
into its service some of the biggest 
men in the country, it lias sent com- 
missions to Serbia. Russia, England, 
France, Belgium, and Italy, and eacli 
commission lias had as advisers on 
the ground, Americans of long resi- 
deencc. One of the French commis- 
sions investigated the appalling in- 
crease of tuberculosis. Other com- 
missions to France have to do with 
infant welfare, w’itli rebuilding devas- 
tated villages; w’itii lumber units to 
build up ruined sections; with the de- 
velopment of canteen service. Still 
another is working with the Rocke- 
feller Institute to develop a depart- 
ment of medical research. The Red 
Cross lias given enormous sums for 
anaesthetics, lias given one and a half 
millions for t he families of French 
soldiers. It lias a canteen station 
with American women and men in at- 
tendance, uud a place to bathe and 
rest wherever the army is. 

The American Red Cross is now 
organized in 13 divisions, tiie heads in 
each receiving reports from all sub- 
ordinates. and in turn reporting di- 
rectly to Washington. 

Mr. Robert Hallowed, in charge of 
all camps ami training stations in 
this district, lias hud word that all 
tiie men in these camps and stations 
have been provided with sweaters, 
52,000 having been distributed since 
September. It is estimated that the 
women of New England liuve knitted 
between 75.000 and 80,000 sweaters in 
three months, u larger output than 
from any other section. Still wo 
haven't done half enough. One mil- 
lion sweaters are needed in Frunce 
today. 

in speaking of 'the work of Civilian 
Relief, Mrs. Lothrop said t hut this 
will he the final lest of tiie Red Cross. 
The result of the separation of men 
from their families is shown in Mon 
treul, where there lias buen un in- 
crease of 41 per cent, in juvenile de 
Hnquency since the beginning of tiie 
war. Families must he kept together 


child will he plnced in a dny nursery 
or orphan asylum on account of the 
war. Ixmely mothers and wives must 
he helped and advised. To meet the 
greatly increased demand for volun 
tears for home service work, the usual 
two year course for social service 
workers is being compressed into six 
weeks. 

In closing. Mrs. Lothrop urged us 
to do not our bit, but our utmost. 
“The boys are ours, the trust is ours, 
the cause is ours."

A brief business meeting was fol- 
lowed by interesting talks by Mr. Far- 
rell of Trinity Church, Boston, nnd by 
Madame Alno Walmberg of Hclisng- 
fors. Mr. Farrell explained the grent 
necessity for providing the right kind 
of recreation for our soldiers and 
sailors during their training periods 
here in this country, ns well ns the 
tremendous need for Y.M.C.A. huts in 
France and England. He urged that 
the private homes around Boston he 
hospitably opened to the men for 
week-ends, and emphasized the ernv- 
ing for home life and the need of 
mothering that all these hoys have. 
A club is about to be opened, he said, 
at the old Boston City Club, under the 
nuspices of the women of Trinity 
Club, where the sailors and soldiers 
may go at any time. 

Mr. Farrell was followed by Ma- 
dame Aino Walmberg who, dressed In 
native costume, spoke most interest- 
ingly of conditions in Russia. She 
stated that in this country it is very 
difficult for us to understand the true 
conditions in Russia, and that the 
present revolution is a culmination of 
fifty years of struggling, and is not an 
overthrow of twelve hours’ prepara- 
tion. Tho uprising in 1905, which re- 
sulted in the establishing of tho Dou- 
ma and the framing of a constitution, 
was led by a group of social revolu- 
tionists, one of whom was Kerensky. 
At that. time he was too young to con- 
tinue tho struggle, but twelve years 
later, with enthusiasm and experi- 
ence. and a personality that appeals 
to the Russian nature, he comes to 
the front once more. Madame Walm- 
berg does not think, however, that 
Kerensky, notwithstanding liis intel- 
ligence, his emotional appeal, or his 
absolutely honest and above-board in- 
tentions, is a strong enough man to 
sway the Russians. 

Leninc, she thinks, is also absolute- 
ly honest. In spite of the fact that 
many of his opinions have a pro-Ger- 
man flavor. Lenine has swung over 
to his side two of Kerensky’s portfo- 
lio, the secretary of agriculture, 
Tchernoff, and the secretary of ’war, 
Savinkoff, two of the strongest men 
at present in Russia, and the famous 
Katharine Breshkofsky is working 
with him as chairman of the peasants’ 
union. 

But the task of leading the Russian 
people, SO per cent, of whom are il- 
literate and all of whom are starving 
and have been starving for three 
years, all of whom want peace, a sep- 
arate peace or an entire peace, is Be- 
yond the power of any man who has 
yet come to the front. 


On Tuesday, November 20, the New- 
tonvllle Woman’s Guild voted to give 
$250 of their housing fund to the Red 
Triangle drive. The members lis- 
tened with great interest to tho schol- 
arly address of Prof. Bliss Perry of 
Harvard on "Alexander Hamilton." 
Even in these days of “high finance,” 
the spenkor considers Hamilton the 
greatest financier of them all, and by 
far tho ablest of Washington’s gener- 
als. At the close Mrs. A. L. Wake- 
field sang tho "Battle Hymn of the 
Republic,” the club joining in tho cho- 
rus. The exhibition of the Needle- 
work Guild was held afterwards and 
a simple "war ten” was served by the 
Charitable committee. 


At the Social Science Club meeting 
on Wednesday morning. Rev. Charles 
W. Wcndte, D.D., gave an exceeding- 
ly interesting lecture upon "A Chris- 
tian Patriot of California, Thomas 
Starr King.” In reviewing the inci- 
dents of his life, Dr. Wcndte said that 
he was born In Charlestown, that he 
was a man of great personal charm 
nnd beenme an eloquent preacher. 
Upon receiving a call to San Fran- 
cisco ho decided to accept, thinking 
of the opportunity for good ahead of 
him. Once there he found a large 
majority of the people on the side of 
the South and secession. Mr. King 
immediately threw himself into the 
cause of the Union nnd it was through 
his efforts that the stnte was saved 
for the Union. This did not mean an 
easy path, and the grent effort put 
into it resulted in an early breakdown 
and death at the nge of forty. Dr. 
Wendte, who had found in Starr King 
a kind friend and counsellor in his 
youth, gave many personal and inti- 
mate touches to his lecture that were 
lull of interest, and the whole was 
greatly enjoyed by all who heard him. 

The same afternoon, Mrs. Herbert 
G. Pratt, chuirman of tho Social com- 
mittee, opened her home for the an- 
nual "At Home” of the club. The 
president, Mrs. Sterling Elliott, the 
two secretaries, Mrs. Harry Lutz and 
Mrs. John H. Chase, the chairman of 
directors, Mrs. Franklin E. Smith, re- 
ceived the members as they arrived, 
while in the dining-room other mem- 
bers of the board of directors were on 
duty, in relays during the ufternooon. 
Mrs. Charles H. Breck, Miss Fanny 
C. Adams, Mrs. Curtis Nye Smith, 
Mrs. Sydney Harwood, Miss Grace 
Weston and Mrs. Henry Tolman acted 
as ushers. There was everywhere 
evidence of the friendliness and kind- 
ly co-operation of the members to 
make the affair a pleasant occasion 
and an agreeable relief from the stren- 
uous war work in which so many of 
them are engaged. The Social com- 
mittee had general oversight of the 
whole.

Not even the multiplicity of war ac- 
tivities Rooms to hinder the club wo- 
men when it eomcH to attending the 
meeting of the State Federation. 

Brockton Fair” wan the comment of 
the conductor who nsfdHted the Club 
Hklltor from the train at South Brain- 
tree on Wednesday morning, as he 
Burveyed the crowd of women which 
had filled four or five cars. Seldom 
have the arrangementa for the com- 
fort and convenience of the guoHta 
been more carefully worked out. ho 
that everyone hail plenty of room and 
to spare. At the noon hour the dele- 
gates wore scattered among several 
churches and the basement of the 
Town Hall, while the members of the 
executive board and speakers were en- 
tertained at a luncheon provided by 
the domestic science class of the high 
school In that building. 

The greeting of the hostess presi- 
dent, Mrs. Walter A. Poore, was sim- 
ple, direct and hearty, sprinkled with 
humor which captivated the nudience. 
Seldom has the word of greeting met 
with the enthusiastic response on the 
part of the delegates as did that of 
the president of The Philergians at 
the meeting on Wednesday. 

In her response Mrs. Herbert J. 
Gurney, president of the Federation, 
saiil that never was there a time when 
it was so difficult to know how to say 
or how to do just the right thing. We 
must not put ourselves forward, yet 
there must be no lagging behind. We 
must learn how to create for our- 
selves a spirit of peace, which is not 
weakness. We ir.ust be full of di- 
vine truth, of divine power and di- 
vine love. 

The roof of the great Town Hall 
fairly rang with the singing of “Am- 
erica the Beautiful.” led by the glee 
club of the Philergians. A thousand 
women singing together with all the 
power they possess make a profound 
impression. 

Miss Harriet Broad of the Y. W. 
C. A., was the Federation’s delegate 
to the conference of the Fosdick Com- 
mission in Washington, held recently 
and her account of that conference 
was listened to with much interest. 

A plea for the Consumers’ League 
was made by Mrs. W. H. H. Tracy in 
which she said the League had been 
"a voice crying in the wilderness for 
many years.’ It was the first organ 
ization to take action against child 
labor. The investigation of bakeries 
and the coming Restaurant Week in 
December were referred to. Upon the 
women rests the burden of making 
food safe for the people. 

Dr. Fernald of Waverley, who had 
been announced upon the program 
and the substitute whom he had pro- 
vided both were too busy to come as 
had been anticipated, so Miss Amy 
Woods of the League for Preventive 
Work presented the subject of “The 
Care of the Mentally Defective as a 
War Measure.” Those making a study 
of conditions and engaged in the care 
of the mentally deficient are anxious 
that a State Commission similar to 
the Commission for the Insane, may 
be created, that the care of these peo- 
ple may be taken from private agen- 
cies and placed under State control. 
Not all types are a menace to the 
community, for if they are started 
right they are very likely to go right 
and serve a useful place in the com- 
munity. It has already been found 
that many of them can perform very 
well indeed simple tasks which re 
quire no initiative. 

The chief speaker of the morning 
was Morris J. Wessel, executive sec- 
retary of the Immigrant Educational 
Bureau of Rhode Island, his subject 
being, “New Americans and the Com- 
munity Center.” With subtle humor 
and a very human attitude the speak- 
er captured his audience at the very 
outset and fixed their attention upon 
his very vital problem. He pointed 
out the folly of those who have pin- 
ned their faith upon naturalization 
and the teaching of English, as the 
chief methods of Americanization, and 
stopped there. Loyalty, he said, is not 
a matter of "lingual facility.” These 
ought not to be the chief program of 
Americanization. Certain other things 
are more important. There should be 
some instrument for giving them a 
permanent human inlluence. That is 
what Tammany has done and that is 
why Tammany won at the last elec- 
tion. The redemption of their leisure 
should be the program. He fears the 
success of prohibition will not he 
what we desire, unless some live hu- 
man thing is put in the place of the 
saloon. Whatever agencies are at- 
tempted should be self-governing ra- 
ther than imposed from above. Our 
Japanese problem would not have be- 
come so critical had California and 
Massachusetts understood one an- 
other better. Similarly, we shall nev- 
er understand our foreigners until we 
know them better and have the real 
human touching of elbows. We must 
keep the old and add to it the moving 
life of today. We must make them 
realize that the things which are 
theirs to give are the things which 
we want. We must get at their hearts. 
The school buildings are the places 
best adapted for doing it. 

in closing he referred to the iin 
mense activity for the Red Cross and' 
other agencies and ventured the fear 
that it was only because of the war. 

I Are we going to keep the impulse in 
peace time? 

At the afternoon session two new 
clubs were presented, the Dorchester 
Dames, and Swampseott Fortnightly, 
and two organizations for affiliated 
membership, Massachusetts Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union, and De- 
partment of Massachusetts, Woman’s 
Relief Corps. 

Miss Mabel Blake of the Woman's 
Patriotic League gave a brief account 
of work for girls and announced an 
Institute for training workers with 
girls, which will be held from Nov. 
26 to Dec. 21. 

John Collier of the School for 
Training Community Workers of the 
People's Institute of New York treat- 
ed the question, "Can Social Work be 
Democratic?” As it is now carried 
on, he fears that it cannot be. He 
agreed with the speaker of the morn- 
ing in attributing the result of the 
election in New York to the fact that 
the splendid social work, which is be- 
ing done by that city, is not under- 
stood by those for whom it is intend- 
ed. that it seems to them something 
imposed from above and not some- 
thing of which they themselves huve 
felt the need. 

’’Most ol "in- work sot U1 and gov 
ernmentul, has to do with people. 
About three-fourths of the peace- 


time activities of Government have to 
do with people, human, vital material. 
Have we not applied to them the 
same methods of efficiency, which we 
have applied when developing passive 
Inert material? Is it possible in peace 
times, under normal conditions, to 
bring it about that the average man 
shall he conscious of what society is 
driving at, shall realize the social 
ideal which now only the expert re- 
alizes?” 

A resolution asking Congress for 
an amendment to the Constitution to 
prohibit legalized liquor traffic was 
adopted unanimously. After the usu- 
al courtesy resolutions the meeting 
closed with the singing of “The Bat- 
tle Hymn of the Republic.” 

The music provided by the hostess 
club in the songs of one of its mem- 
bers, Mrs. Mabel L. Kinna, and the 
singing by the glee club were enjoyed 
by all present. 


MRS. GERTRUDE EAGER WEST 

The passing of Mrs. Gertrude Eager 
West to the great beyond deserves 
more than a kindly notice. 

Mrs. West was born in West New- 
ton, the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
John P. Eager. She passed her child- 
hood and early school days in West 
Newton, and after graduating from 
the High School she attended the 
Bridgewater Normal School from 
which she graduated in June, 1890. 

Her first school in the same year 
was taught in Chilmark and the fol- 
lowing winter term in Lambert’s 
Cove, where she left many friends to 
leach on the mainland until her mar- 
riage. 

She w’as married at her father’s 
home at West Newton. November 24, 
1892, and left Massachusetts for an 
unusual bridal tour: Arriving in San 
Francisco, she cruised on the bark 
California, sailing down the Pacific 
coast as far as the equator, then to 
Sandwich Islands, stopping at Hono- 
lulu, and back to San Francisco. The 
next voyage she visited the Marshall 
Islands and the Caroline Islands, 
where they visited the American 
Board of Foreign Missions; Mortlock 
Islands, Hall’s group. Las Marianna’s, 
from there to Bering Sea visiting I 
Point Barrow, the highest point north 
in North America, she being the sec- 
ond white woman to step on shore, 
returning to San Francisco in Novem- 
ber, covering a distance of 35,000 
miles. Mortlock was a cannibal isl- 
and at the time, and Mrs. West did 
not go ashore until two years later. 
She made two voyages in the bark 
Horatio to Japan, visiting many 
places of interest. On these voyages 
she exerienced three typhoons. She 
sailed North until 1902, and later at- 
tended the San Francisco Navigation 
School, with Captain West, and grad- 
uated when he did. She sailed on the 
steamer Corwin for ten years, up and 
down the coast from Seattle to Nome 
and northern points of Alaska, cov- 
ering 180,000 miles in Alaskan waters. 
Mrs. West was regularly shipped as a 
member of the crew and performed 
various duties. I have heard the cap- 
tain say he would rather have her on 
the bridge in charge of the ship than 
any officer he ever had. 

Her home when on shore was for 
some years in Edgartown, until they 
purchased the farm at Chilmark, 
where she died October 8. 

Mrs. West was a woman of refine- 
ment and culture and her genial and 
retiring disposition made many 
friends wherever she went. She was 
a member of the Congregational 
church in Edgartown. a loved and 
valued member of the Martha’s Vine- 
yard Chapter D.A.R., an active mem- 
ber of the Edgartown Woman’s Club, 
and also a member of West Tisbury 
Grange, serving on the literary com- 
mittee, and a member of the Ameri- 
can Geographical Society. 

She leaves her husband. Capt. Ells- 
worth L. West, a father and mother, 
three sisters and two brothers. 

The funeral was held in the Con- 
gregational church at West Tisbury. 
conducted by Rev. Alfred Fairbrother, 
the Grange attending in a body. In- 
terment was at Vineyard Haven. 
Beautiful floral tributes from the dif- 
ferent societies and friends expressed 
their love anil sympathy •••

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HOLDS FALL MEETING 

Civic Club Hears oi Work of Public Safely 
Committee and Local Exemption Board 


The fall meeting of the Civic Club 
of Newton wao hold Tuesday even- 
ing, at the Newton club house, and an 
Interesting and instructive program 
was heard by a small attendance of 
members and guests. 

President A. Farwell Demis pre- 
sided and addresses were made by 
General James G. White, vice presi- 
dent of the Newton Public Safety 
Committee, Dr. George L. West and 
Alderman Bernard Early of the New- 
ton Exemption Board, and Mr. James 
A. Lowell and Dr. Guy M. Winslow, 
two of the delegates to the Consti- 
tutional Convention. 

General White paid a high tribute 
to the work of Mr. William F. Garce- 
lon, president of the Safety Commit- 
tee and told of the work and organiza- 
tion of the committee. The commit- 
tee raised about $16,000 for its work 
and had endeavored to equip all New- 
ton men in the service with sweaters, 
socks and other articles for comfort 
not furnished by the government. 
Over 2000 articles had thus been pro- 
vided. They had also aided the fami- 
lies of men in the service who needed 
assistance. Public meetings had 
been held, automobiles listed and 
provided for service, physicians se- 
cured to assist dependent families, an 
Information Bureau had been estab- 
lished to keep records of every New- 
ton man in service, weekly trips were 
being made to Ayer by the secretary. 
General White especially commended 
the work of the Food Conservation 
committee. This committee had ob- 
tained a census of available land, furn- 
ished fertilizer and seed potatoes, pro- 
vided 1800 dozen jars of canning, ar- 
ranged for 200 school boys to work 
after school hours, arranged for High 
School boys to work on farms, in- 
creased the number of gardens from 
1206 in 1016 to 3300 in 1017. and land 
cultivated from 2S6 acres in 1016 to 
1,007 in 1017. Nature study in the 
schools had been succeeded by garden 
work and 3000 children had received 
practical instruction on this line and 
1400 home gardens were cared for by 
the children. On military lines, the 
committee had brought Co. C of the 
5th regiment up to its full war 
strength, furnished the llrst company 
for the Mass. State Guard and were 
now assisting in recruiting enough 
men to handle a machine gun section 
for this company. It had furnished 
the former Co. C with a motor cycle, 
and a motor truck, part of its equip- 
ment and given $900 to the Company 
fund before they had gone abroad.

The committee bad also helped the 
organization of Hie Newton Constabu- 
lary of about looo uniformed men, 
now organized in eight companies, 
two battalions, and a corps of officers. 
He believed this Hotly of men would 
compare favorably with other military 
organizations in its drill and person- 
nel. He was confident that be could 
turn out 300 men within two hours if 
their services were necessary and 
they had arms and equipment, for that 
number. He thought the Constabulary 
movement a splendid thing for New- 
ton in bringing the men together, 
mnking them better acquainted and 
hoped the organization would continue 
after the war had ceased. 

Alderman Early Introduced Dr. 
George L. West, who gave a most in- 
teresting account of the work of the 
local exemption board of Newton. 

Dr. West said that 3430 men regist- 
ered in this city from which 147 men 
had to be chosen us the new quota for 
Newton towards the national army of 
687.000 men. The hoard was compel- 
led to account for every man and had 
called 805 men for examination, of 
which 561 had actually been physically 
passed upon, the remainder being 
either aliens, already in the service, 
or exempt. The examinations had 
been made by a corps of physicians, 
one passing on the ears, another the 
eyes, weight and teeth, another on the 
heart and lungs, another on the skin, 
hernias and feet, etc. Most of the 
men took the examination cheerfully, 
although there were exceptions. Dr. 
West told of tho rigid rules under 
which these examinations were made, 
and the instructions to pass all doubt- 
ful cases. The government expected 
at least ten per cent, of the men 
would be rejected by the army physi- 
cians, and yet the newspapers had 
been filled with criticisms of local 
boards because of the rejections 
which had been made at Ayer. The 
local boards had rejected 217 men. 
Alter passing physically the men 
were told of their rights to claim ex- 
emption, and 1S2 different forms 
were furnished by the government, 
investigation had been carefully made 
of all claims for exemption and it was 
dismal, dreary work, the decision of 
tho board giving little satisfaction 
either way. The district appeal board 
had reversed the local board in about 
75 per cent, of cases appealed to them. 
The board had sent 126 men to Ayer, 
and found that it took from five to six 
m a called to furnish one man f<>:- 
service. The government now calls 
for additional information and the 
new questionnaire classifies the 3400 
men into four classes, with the prin- 
ciple to disturb the industries as little 
as possible. Dr. West was of the 
opinion that before the fourth class 
..as reached, men who had reached 21 
years of age since last June would Do 
compelled to register, and posssibly 
the call extended to men of 18, 19 and 
20 years of ago. 

Mr. James A. Lowell said that the 
I. and R. had killed the delegates, and 
that the fight had been made by its 
opponents to keep it off the ballot at 
the last election. The convention 
would adjourn this week after pass- 
ing the I. and It., and return next

THIS IS FOR YOU SMOKERS! 


By E. E. Hnrrlmnrt 


(Written for "Our Boys In France 
Tobacco Fund’’) 


Editor’s Note. — This newspaper will 
receive and turn over to "Our Boys in 
France Tobacco Fund,” all con- 
tributions to pay for tobacco for 
the soldiers. Each dollar pays for 
four pnekages, with a total re- 
tail value of at least $1.80. In 
each package is placed n postcard 
bearing the name and address of the 
contributor. The soldier receiving 
the package agrees to send a mes- 
sage on the card to his unknown 
friend back home. You get your 
thanks from an American soldier in 
the trenches. 


I rend the nppeal to the women of 
Great Britain taken from the Win- 
the-Wnr Cookery Book and printed 
with the Vigilante stuff. 1 have read 
a lot about making the women econo- 
mise in the kitchens and it Is good 
stuff. It is needed In many kitchens 
all over the land, but listen, you fel- 
lows. how hard have you listened for 
the appeal to you? Well, cock your 
ear now and hearken, for here it 
comes. 

Down in the deep mud of the Flan- 
ders trenches and the cold rains of 
autumn and winter, soon will he 
standing thousands of our boys. They 
will suffer from trench feet and colds 
and pneumonia and cramps and every 
other ill that is induced by wet and 
inclement weather. When a soldier 
boy has stood in icy water till his 
feet are numb and the horrible numb- 
ness is creeping upward to his vitals, 
when the muscles on his thighs knot 
with cramp and his throat is begin- 
ning to gather a jaw soreness and the 
night seems endless, you can do 
something to help him wait with 
patience. 

What? Why you can split fifty-fifty 
with him. Not in standing grimly 
ready to fight, not in watching the 
hell fires of battle. You can not grip 
a rifle with a sharp bayonet attached 
to its muzzle and race with him to the 
other trenches and rip up a Boche 
who screams horribly as you do it. 
Oh no. not that at all. You will he in 
your office or your bed while he is 
doing that, which makes your part 
seem all the smaller. What you can 
do. and you should do it right now, 
is to make an estimate in generous 
figures of the money you spend for 
tobacco every month. Let the esti- 
mate take in all your own smokes and 
the box of cigars you gave your 
brother-in-law last Christmas and 
those you hand out to business asso- 
ciates and others with whom you wish 
to curry favor. 

Then, when you have made the esti- 
mate, and are sure you have not 
fudged the thickness of your thumb- 
nail, then split that amount in half 
and say to your soul, "Soul, rest con- 
tent with the half portion which is 
your portion hereafter. The other 
half goes to the boys in the trenches 
every month as long as the war lasts, 
God bless them. Because they are 
there, I may escape getting into a 
trench on this side, and I don’t be- 
grudge the sacrifice." 

Then smoke one cigar where you 
smoke two now and give to your friend 
one cigar where you formerly gave 
two and tell him just why you do it, 
that he may go and do likewise. And 
by the doing you will attain greut 
merit, which you will feel as a warm 
spot in the left breast, and your 
health will improve, for, it is well 
known to your wife that you smoke 
too much now. Furthermore, the 
frosty nose of some poor devil in a 
trench will grow warm over the 
smoke you denied yourself and his 
prayers will go up for you every 
time he bites the tip off a new one. 
And Just to set the ball rolling and 
show that your heart is in it, pass the 
idea along to every good fellow whom 
> you see blowing smoke as a whale 
I blows mist. And we can call our- 
selves The Arf an’ Arf Society.

they purchased in Camp. The major- 
ity of the boys have allotments run- 
ning covering bonds in the amount of 
$100. Another thing that the boys 
have taken a great deal of interest 
in is the new system of war insur- 
ance. The amount of insurance sold 
to the soldiers in the camp has been 
tremendous, the figure being uutabu- 
lated to date. Needless to say, the 
Newton boys did their share by buy- 
ing policies as high as possible, many 
of them having policies in Qje amount 
of $10,000. It is a system of insur- 
ance which is somewhat similar to 
the Workmen’s Compensation Insur- 
ance. Each soldier is automatically 
insured in the amount of $4500, which 
is payable to his dependents in install- 
ments. After deducting the various 
allotments which the hoys have made 
from their monthly pay of $30, they 
have but very little left. 

Orvil llickox is attached to the colo- 
nel’s office at the 301st field artillery 
and is acting in the capacity of clerk. 

A piece of news which might be of 
interest is that the steam heat has 
been turned on in full blast up here 
and there are not very many nights 
when we have to suffer with the cold. 
The hot water shower baths are mo- 
nopolized each evening, and the boys 
are "tickled" now with all the con- 
veniences which they have at hand. 
As a whole the boys from Newton are 
enjoying life in Camp Devens im- 
mensely, and are learning fast all the 
drilling which goes to make up a real 
soldier. No doubt your readers have 
noticed a considerable change in the 
make-up of the hoys from Newton 
who were drafted and are now wear- 
ing Uncle Sam’s uniform.

USE WOOD 


James J. Storrow. the State Fuel 
Administrator, urges the Newton Com- 
mittee on Public Safety to encourage 
the use of wood for fuel whenever 
possible. 

This request Is, of course, made to 
conserve as much aH possible for in- 
dustries connected with war work, 
nnd to allow vessels and other means 
of transportation to be used for pur- 
poses other than carrying coal. 

The Newton Committee on Public 
Safety hopes that New'ton citizens will 
heed this request. 

A GOOD PLAN 

To meet the present war conditions 
the retail coal dealers of Newton have 
voluntarily agreed to sell any size coal 
they have on hand in 100, 200, or 300- 
pound lots at their yards without cost 
of delivery at n price not exceeding at 
any time the ton price of same coal 
delivered. 

This will make It possible for small 
buyers of coal to be sure that they 
are paying no more for their coal at 
the yard than the dealers are charg- 
ing their customers for the same coal 
per ton when delivered to their cus- 
tomers. 

We trust this will materially help 
our people through the Winter with- 
out suffering. 

The Fuel Committee of Newton. 


The Newton Fuel Committee has 
received complaints that Newton coal 
dealers are not supplying the size 
coal which is desired. The Fuel Com- 
mittee has no jurisdiction over mat- 
ters of this kind and the local deal- 
ers are doing all in their power to 
provide coal of some sort, and con- 
sumers should be thankful that they 
can got coal even if it is not the size 
desired. 


The B. S. Hatch Co., offers the valu- 
able suggestion that consumers ought 
to give the coal dealers a reasonable 
time, say 48 hours in which to make 
deliveries, and not wait until the last 
possible moment before actually need- 
ing the coal. Labor conditions are 
such that time will be needed in order 
to fill coal orders.

The new Boston telephone direc- 
tory, now being distributed, is printed 
four columns to the page, after the 
style of the New York directory, 
whose typographical arrangement was 
determined under the direction of 
Prof. J. W. Baird of the Psychological

The bulk of the new book is still 
further reduced by printing as a sep- 
arate directory what was known as 
Part 2 of tiie old book. It was found 
that only a comparatively small per- 
centage of calls was made between 
subscribers in Part 1 and those in 
Part 2. and that these two parts could 
well be iftade two separate books and 
large economies effected if arrange- 
ments were made to provide both 
books to such subscribers as needed 
them. 

The change is the result of n study 
made because of the scarcity of white 
paper, and in connection with requests 
for paper economies made bv the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission and the Mas- 
sachusetts Committee on Public Safe- 
ty. The Boston directory, with up- 
wards of S00 pages, was fast growing 
cumbersome and unwieldy, and with 
approximately 300,000 copies per is- 
sue was a heavy consumer of paper. 
The proposed changes in the direc- 
tory, while adding to its convenience 
as a reference hook, will effect a pa- 
per saving of 120 tons, per issue. 

The type of the new book is set 11 
lines to the inch, instead of 12 as in 
the old, to offset a slight contraction 
in the width of the column. There 
is also a marked change In the bind 
ing. The use of wire staples has been 
abandoned, and the new book lies 
Hat no matter at what page it is 
opened, thus making it easier for the 
user to find a desired number. 

This fall and winter directory was 
delayed more than a month because 
the paper mill which makes its cover 
stock was temporarilly commandeered 
by the government in connection with 
special war needs, and private orders 
had to wait.

While the city election is two weeks 
away, the voters of the city ought to 
consider the question which will be 
on the ballot, in regard to the tenure 
of office of the Chief of the Fire De- 
partment. if adopted, it will rescind 
the provisions of the present pension 
act applicable to Newton firemen, so 
for ns the chief himself is concerned. 
The present law provides that perma- 
nent members of the Fire Depart- 
ment retire from active service at the 
age of 05 years, but that the chief 
may be continued in office by the an- 
nual and favorable action of the al- 
dermen. The proposed act will re 
scind this provision and prevent the i 
retirement of the chief except under 
charges made by the mayor, or 
through physical disability. No one j 
has the slightest intention of doing 
anything detrimental to our present 
chief of Fire Department, who has ' 
been an able and most satisfactory 
official for many years, but it does 
seem advisable to retain the special , 
act drawn for this city and not aban- 
don it for a general law applicable to j 
the entire Commonwealth. Vote NO 
on this measure.

Ncwlon Nurse and Auburndale Young Man 
Describe Conditions Across the Water 

Seaford, Sussex. Oct. 14. 1917 
Before the U. S. declared war 
against German.' . I went up to Van- 
couver from the State of Washington, 
where 1 was visiting to offer my serv- 
ices to the Canadian Army. I was ac- 
cepted after a stiff medical examina- 
tion and joined the University of 
British Columbia Battalion. After 
having been a soldier for one day I 
was sent by my Commanding Officer 
to the Royal School of Infantry where 
l qualified as a Lieutenant (an odd 
thing for an American in a foreign 
country). At the school 1 donned the 
red coat which you know’ the old 
timers wore when we were at war 
with England, little did I dream 1 
would ever wear the “red coat ”, and 
for three months underwent a stren- 
uous course of training under officers 
who had been under fire in Franco and 
knew the game as it is now played. 
We worked from morning until night, 
drill, study, lectures, and drill again, 
bomb throwing, trench digging and 
what not. Upon the last day of ex- 
amination a telegram came from 
Headquarters ordering me to report 
at once at Hastings Park, Vancouver as 
I was to proceed overseas for training 
in England. Leaving Victoria, where 
the School w r ns situated 1 proceeded 
to Vancouver where 1 reported to my 
Commanding Officer. Taking oil the 
"red coat” (this was the dress for 
cadets only) I put on for the first 
time the famous "khaki” and I felt at 
once proud and at peace with all to 
think I was going to fight for the 
cause of Democracy against Autocracy 
thereby doing "my bit" even tho it be 
under a flag other than my own. 

On America’s great day, the fourth 
of July, we boarded the Canadian 
Pacific Railrond’s cars and began our 
long trans-continental trip getting a 
wonderful send-off. music and cheers 
from the good people of Vancouver. 
A beautiful trip over the Canadian 
Rockies and across the prairies of 
Alberta and Saskatehiwan. At every 
station we stopped there were hun- 
dreds of people to cheer us on, giving 
us magazines, cherries, candies, cte. 
Whenever we came to a river the train 
was stopped and the boys took to the 
water like ducks. No one not even 
the officer commanding knew our 
destination or date of embarkation, 
and w’hen we arrived in Ottawa we 
were ordered to that grea.t camp 
"Valcartier” situated in Quebec. I 
think the transport was not ready or 
we missed it. nevertheless we staid at 
Valcartier for a month and went thro 
some intensive training. We were not 
received warmly in Quebec but rather 
chilly 1 should say, as you know .in 
Quebec there is not much love for the 
army. 

Training at Valcartier was a kilty 
battalion and there were some 600 
boys from Boston in it. Perhaps you 
remember when their bagpipers were 
in Boston. Suddenly one day w T e were 
ordered overseas and believe me there 
j was some singing and cheering as 
everyone was anxious to get to Eng- 
land as a matter of fact there was lit- 
tle sleep for anyone that night. The 
next day w’e left camp with kit bags 
and a few pounds of white sugar 
apiece (as white sugar is very scarce 
in England) for the city of Quebec 
where we waited at the dock looking 
up the St. Lawrence River for a boat 
but none in sight. After waiting 
three hours or so, a large boat was 
coming our way from Montreal and we 
were put on board a tug and trans- 
fered in the middle of the stream on

We cannot buy sugar 
in any of the canteens and we are 
only Issued so much by the army ns 
sugar ration. When wo run short of 
it before our supply comes, wo drink 
our tea and coffee without. If it isn’t 
too much trouble 1 wish you would 
send peanuts and salted nuts regular- 
ly as they are so good and such a 
change from what we get. 

I am on du,ty in one of tho huts, 
which is quite fortunate for this 
weather that, we are having although 
I had a good deal of that weather on 
nights in thq tents. The girls on duty 
in tlie tents have had to keep their 
rubber hoots on all tho time while 
working. You should see us all go- 
ing hack and forth from tho sisters' 
quarters to tho wards in our brown 
coats, rubber boots and sou westers, we 
look like an extensive advertisement 
for Uneeda biscuits. 

There are only three huts to our 
hospital, the rest being tents. The 
severest wounded men are sent there 

those requiring amputation of limbs, 
brain wounds, etc. I have the Ameri- 
can hoy who had his two legs ampu- 
tated as a result of the air raid. Mo 
is expecting to return to U. S. A. soon 
as lie is all healed now. He has ac- 
quired the same cheerful spirit as the 
rest of the patients in spite of his 
dreadful catastrophy. He was talk 
ng to one of the other patients, to 
cay. who had an arm amputated. He 
told him that as he had no lap and 
the other patient had no arm they 
would go fifty-fifty and he would let 
his girl sit on the other patient’s lap 
while he hugged her. 

Although we are working dread- 
fully hard we are happy and most 
hopeful because of the wonderful 
work that his been done on the last 
"push” up the line. Haven’t the 
Australians done wonderful, as in 
fact they all have. And they q re just 
as wonderful patients, the most cheer- 
ful, optimistic people you could ever 
meet in spite of their wounds and tho 
hardships they have endured, stand- 
ing for days, knee and often waist 
deep in mud and rain. 

But cheer up, it will soon be 
“apres la guerre” and we will all be 
home in dear old U. S. A. but until 
that time we couldn’t even let our- 
selves think of that, any more than 
the soldiers up the line would think 
of deserting their post. Our duty is 
here and 1 am often thankful that I 
was through training in time to come 
over “to do my little bit.”

WOMEN'S CLUBS 


Mins Grack M. Burt, Editor. 



Sonic people have seemed to think 
that because the club women are 
keeping up their club meetings and 
other activities that they are not do- 
ng their shar*' in the war relief work. 
To show that this is not true the 
Club Editor proposes to enumerate 
rom time to time what special things 
he clubs arc doing or have done in 
his line. It is not possible to secure 
the data to use all at once. so. no club 
need feci neglected if it is not men- 
tioned this week. 

On the south side of the city the 
Newton Centre Woman’s Club took 
$100 Liberty Bond of the first issue, 
and a $50 one of the second issue. 

It hns contributed $50 to the Y.M.C.A. 
lied Triangle Drive, and hns given 
$10 each year since the war began to 
the Christmns Fund for the children’s 
relief. It did Red Cross work at the 
beginning of the war, and last spring 
took the initiative in forming the Wo- 
men's Associates of that village. At 
Newton Highlands the Woman’s Club 
likewise was responsible for the 
Women’s Associates there, the Civics 
committee making the start. That 
club took five $50 Liberty Bonds 
The Monday Club of the same village 
has two $50 Liberty Bonds, and gave 
$25 to the Women’s Associates. One 
of its members is the president of 
that organization, and the two chair- 
men of the work committee are also 
Monday Club women. At Auburn 
dale, the Woman’s Club purchased 
two $100 Liberty Bonds. It has con 
tributed to the local Rell Cross, to the 
Junior Red Cross, to the Navy League, 
to the Library Fund, to the War Camp 
Community Fund, has adopted 
French orphan, while half the pro 
ceeds of the Garden City Fair. $450, 
went to the Newton Public Safety 
committee. It is carrying on a large 
work on surgical dressings, having an 
evening class for young women who 
are occupied during the day, and one 
all day on Fridays. The club also 
has a committee on Home Hospitality 
for the soldiers and sailors. 

These are merely hints at what is 
being done, and any further informa- 
tion from other clubs will be heartily 
welcomed.

COMPANY A, MASS. STATE GUARD 

The recent increase in applications 
for enlistment in Co. A, 11th Reg’t M. 
S. G., has developed inquiries w’hich 
seem to indicate that even yet there 
are some of its good friends in New- 
ton who do not clearly understand 
that the Newton State Guard Com- 
pany (officially Co. A, 11th Reg’t 4th 
Brig. M. S. G.) was mustered in and Is 
now serving as a part of the militia 
forces of our Commonwealth, and as 
such is essentially a military organiz- 
ation and is entirely distinct from any 
local or semi-military organization or 
from bodies of a police or constabu- 
lary nature. 

Company A. like the other 150 com- 
panies of the Massachusetts State 
Guard, was enlisted for the duration 
of the war and is serving under the 
act of the Massachusetts legislature 
of 1917, w’hich provided for such a 
regular military body to replace the 
old Massachusetts Volunteer Militia. 

Company A of Newton was the first 
Company to be mustered in as part of 
this Massachusetts State Guard which 
now comprises some 11,000 men, or- 
ganized and officered into 3 Brigades. 
11 Regiments with the full comple- 
ment of headquarters, staff, line and 
field officers. As a part of its duty 
and privileges the State Guard is en- 
trusted with the care and use of the 
State Armories. 

It will therefore be seen that the 
conditions, duties and privileges of 
our Newton Company are the usual 
and regular duties and privileges of a 
military organization and our men are 
serving as soldiers of the Common- 
wealth, duly authorized to bear arms 
in defense of its law and order. It 
will so continue unless placed direct- 
ly under control of the Federal Au- 
thorities, as the Press has hinted may 
happen. 

The officers of Co. A have been 
frequently asked of late as to the pos- 
sibility of enlistment in its ranks. If 
any Newton man feels a desire to 
render military service to his State, or 
be prepared so to do, the officers of A 
Company will be glad to see him at 
the Armory any Tuesday or Friday 
evening at 7.30 P. M. 

Recently the Company secured a 
machine gun and has applied for au- 
thority to increase its quota by the 
addition of a machine gun section. A 
list of applicants is being formed 
from w’hich vacancies will be filled 
and any permitted increase recruited.
